Potsdam. June 15tb.—During the early 
hours of the night the Emperor’s physi­ 
cians reported the patient in a compara­ 
tively favorable condition, and it was not 
•until about 4 o’clock this morning that u n ­ 
mistakable signs of the end began to ap­ 
pear. At that time the Emperor grew 
restless, but continually weaker, and the 
members of the im perial family were 
hastily summoned and remained waiting 
in an adjoining room in readiness to be 
warned that the Emperor was passing 
aw ay; but no immediate change occurred 
from that time up to 10 o’clock, when the 
following official bulletin was issued : 
F h iedekio-skk IV, June 15th.—’0 a. m.—The 
Kaiser is now in a light slumber; he v.*kes at 
intervals, is conscious and gives no indication 
•f pain. His pulse and breathing ore very weak. 


HIS DEATH ANNOUNCED. 
Soon after the substance of the 10 o'clock 
bulletin was known, came the announce­ 
m ent of his death. It created a great 
shock, although for many hours expected. 
The Emperor died without a struggle. 
His face is placid. The Imperial family 
are gathered. 
The body remains in the 
study. 
Four Ministers were at the castle. 
1:40 P. u —The exact tim e of death is 
given as 11:12 o’clock. 
The only minister present at the fatal 
moment was W einer Gerode, the Court 
Chaplain, who administered consolation to 
the dying man. 


HIB LAST WISH US. 
P otsdam, June 15th.—Until late yester­ 
day afternoon he wrote with a pencil on 
little square paper tablets his last wishes 
regarding some family arrangements. He 
w rote: “i feet that Mackenzie has done all 
hum an science, watchfulness and skill 
could to prolong my liie, and I thank him . 
1 have tried to do my duty to my God, my 
country, and I feel that the end is now 
near. God’s wiil be done.” 


CBADLK AND DEATH-BEI). 
The room in which the Emperor died is 
not ten yards from the apartment in which 
he was born. It is of medium s'ze. On 
the walls are portraits of the Emperor 
William and all the Emperor’s children 
and half a dozen engravings of Frederick 
the Great. At the foot of (he bedstead, on 
an easel, stood a portrait of the Empress. 
Thu Empress was constantly at the suffer­ 
er’s bedside.

A number of officials who had been sum­ 
moned early in the morning reached the 
palace before his death had taken place.

The serv­ 
ants .of the household and soldiers of the 
Lehr battalion were afterwards allowed to 
enter, and they paid their last tribute of re­ 
spect to their master. 
The Empress is overwhelmed with grief, 
and has withdrawn to her apartments, and 
is seen by no one. 
The issue of the proclamation of W illiam 
II. to the nation is not expected until after 
the funeral. 
The body resposes on the iron bed on 
which the Emperor expired, and only the 
upper half of the face is visible. On his 
breast lies a wreath of laurel. The hands 
are joined, and rest on the hilt of a cavalrv 
saber. At the foot of the bed stands a 
table covered with flowers. The features 
wear an extremely peaceful expression.

C h ic a g o, June 15th.—The political cald­ 
ron is just beginning to simmer, and on 
Monday it will be boiling and seething. 
Everything is at present in an embryotic 
state. There are very few delegates in the 
city, and the firedictions and prognostica­ 
tions made during the past week by politi­ 
cal writers are valueless. 
The party lead­ 
ers—the men upon whose advice the nom i­ 
nation will be made—have not yet arrived. 
Senator (juay, of Pennsylvania ; Ben But- 
terworth,

Halstead, 
Charles Emery Smith, Phil. M arkhanna.of 
Cleveland, and a few sub-lieutenants are 
on the ground, but the Generals have not 
arrived. 
Sunday and Monday will see more cau- 
cussing around the hotels than has been 
witnessed at any National Convention since 
the war. There is the usual am ount of 
wire-pulling and intrigue going on in the 
interest of liie different candidates, but the 
general sentim ent among the few delegates 
here is that the Convention must select the 
man who will make thestrongest candidate 
in the doubtful States of New York, In ­ 
diana, New Jersey and Connecticut.

looks very much as though New York 
would name the candidate, and that he 
will be a Western man.

They are making combinations that 
they expect will result in a steady increase 
of his strength from the start until he is 
nominated. 


SHERMAN'S PRESENT STRENGTH. 
Sherman is undoubtedly the strongest 
candidate, and if he can hold the votes 
which it is said are pledged to him he will 
win. That he can do this is doubtful. 
The Southern delegates, who are claimed 
for him, are a very uncertain quantity. 
Next to Sherman, Harrison has the largest 
num ber of W estern supporters. 


In d ia n a ’s 
d e m a n d s. 
Indiana comes to the front again with 
the time-worn plea that unless a Hoosier 
is given the nomination that State will go 
Democratic and the party will be ruined. 
It is tbe same plea, reversed, that Voorhees 
made at the St. Louis Convention. Many 
of the old-time politicians are becoming 
disgusted with the unanim ity and regular­ 
ity with which Iudiana trots out a candi­ 
date and threatens disaster unless the State 
is recognized.

Co u n c il B l u f f s (la ), June 15th.—The 
train bearing the Pacific coast delegates, 
representing 42 votes in all, whistled into 
the Oruaha depot in a gorgeous array of 
hunting, flacs and campaign emblems at 
3:30 o'clock this afternoon. 
The local 
Committee of Reception, which was on 
hand at once, caught the sentim ent of the 
coasters by flaunting an American flag 
with a portrait of Blaine pinned over the 
field of stars. There was a general crowd­ 
ing about this banner. 


" WE ARE ALL FOR BLAINE 1” 
Was the general cry, and one of the dele­ 
gates added: 
“ Yes. it's Blaine or bust!” 
The views of the delegates indicated that at 
any rate the Pacific coast delegation pro­ 
poses to make this enthusiastic Blaine 
boast as nearly literally true as possible. 
Three things became at once evident 
when a poll iiad been made of tbe forty 
delegates on the coasters' train : First, that 
tbe Blaine movement, if there is to be any 
ir. the Convention, can depend on the Pa­ 
cific coast from start to finish. Second, 
that a demand will be made that the Pacific 
coast have either the temporary or perma­ 
nent Chairman, and that M. M. Estee, one 
of the delegates at-large, is to be the man 
presented for this honor. And third, that 
neither Sherman nor Allison are likely at 
any time to get any votes from tbe coasters 
at a time w hen these votes would be likely 
to nominate. 
Upon the last two points there is also as 
much unanim ity as upon the first. There 
is a disposition <>n the part of the delega'es 
to hold back any expression of opinion 
as 
to second choice, in case 
Blaine 
is out of tbe question. Gresham’s friends 
claim to have made quite an impression. 
Dennison, one of the delegates, who is not 
him self especially a Gresham man, save 
that Judge Gresham might probably get 
twelve or sixteen delegates, such as M. J.

delegates will arrive, and as it looks they 
will be tbe first delegates, as a unit, to open 
headquarters. 
Dispatches from the West 
announce that California, Nevada and Ore­ 
gon are solid for Blaine, as was expected. 
H arrison's friends claim to have informa­ 
tion that John F. Swift wili do all in his 
power to advocate the Iudianian's claim. 
[Swift is ill, and will not be there.] The 
coast delegation will be met upon its arrival 
to-morrow by the Chicago Young Men’s 
Blaine Club, which will escort them to 
their headquarters at the Leland Hotel. A 
num ber of Minnesota visitors and other 
delegates have signified their intention to 
join the procession, and the Irish-Aiuerican 
Republican Club will probably turn out in 
a body, they having amalgamated with the 
Blaine Club. The prospect of a pictnresque 
and imposing demonstration to morrow is 
assured. A detachment of police, with a 
band, will head the march to the depot. 
The Reception Committee will start on an 
early train to meet the Californians at 
Aurora.

It is taken for granted that some delegate 
from those States will put Blaine in nom ­ 
ination. The Pacific coast people have the 
reputation ot being '* bustlers,” and every 
effort wiil be made by the friends of 
Sherman, Harrison, Gresham. Alger and 
Depew lo seduce the coast delegates from 
their first love. The California delegates to 
the Si. Louis Convention were the first on 
the ground, as the Republican delegates 
from the Golden State will be in Chicago. 
In St. Louis it was California that set in 
motion the movement for Thurm an which 
the Democratic leaders were powerless to 
quell, and it may be that California wili 
play a more prominent part iu the deliber­ 
ations of tbe Republican Convention.

of American goods in Europe than many 
Americans are aware. Thus far there has 
been scarcely any effort made to find such 
market here, and the few goods that find 
their way here from the LTnited States 
reach here in a roundabout way. 
There 
should be direct communication between 
the United Slates and Triest. This would 
open a market |for many lines of agricult­ 
ural implements, meats, machinery and 
other lines of goods. As for your section 
of country—the Pacific Coast—you would 
also profit if there was direct communica­ 
tion, for you undoubtedly have some arti­ 
cles of merchandise that would be likely 
to find a market here if the cost of trans­ 
portation would permit. 
As it is now all 
possible trade is hampered to such an ex­ 
tent as to render it insignificant. 
“ To return to the exhibition. 1 believe 
in it, as I do in all exhibitions, if they are 
properly placed and managed. 
If, as I 
understand, you have a fine climate, beau­ 
tiful scenery and ample hotel accommoda­ 
tions, you could evidence that fact more 
readily by an exhibition than by any other 
means of which I know, and when this 
fact becomes generally known you are 
liable to induce thereby a large traveling 
class to visit the coast. 
This would be a 
source of revenue. 
You should also find a 
ready market here for honey and wax, and 
possibly your canned goods", especially sal­ 
mon and apricots. 
Your wines, too, il 
properly introduced, may find a market in 
England aud Russia.” 
•• Would an exhibition not tend to bring 
us many desirable immgrants?” 
“ Possibly, yes, in England and tier- 
many, but the German Government would 
perhaps not permit you to advertise your 
section with the view of securing immi­ 
grants. 
The better class of people from 
A ustria seldom emigrate, and the trash you 
do not want.” 
“ W e,of course, desire an immigration of 
a well-to-do class of immigrants, who, 
when they arrive, may be able to buy and 
settle down on alarm . 
But we are also in 
need of a class of hardy, thrifty workers 
in all departments of industry,"especially 
those who have a knowledge of and aré 
accustomed to field labor.” 
“ You can get all you want of these, but 
if you want them in any numbers you will 
have to transport them for much less than 
the present charges, for it is seldom that 
one of the class you want has sufficient 
money to travel so long a distance at 
present rates.” 
In mentioning to the Consul that I had 
an engagement for that evening with Pro­ 
fessor Guttenberg on the question of for­ 
estry, he expressed satisfaction thereat and 
said that he hoped the people of the Pa­ 
cific coast would take prompt action in 
arresting any tendency towards the destruc­ 
tion of the forests of that district. 
This 
gentleman has undoubtedly given the sub­ 
ject of forestry much serious attention. 
The results of his effort? in that direction 
areg iven in the “Forestry in Europe,” pub­ 
lished in 1S87 at the Government Printing 
Office at Washington. 
There should be 
thousands 
of 
those 
books 
scattered 
throughout the United States, and all 
public journals and periodicals wliich labor 
in behall and for the welfare of Califor­ 
nia, should study this subject thoroughly 
with a view of placing before the people 
of our State the question in all its bear­ 
ings. 
1 here is no question touching the 
welfare of California that is of as much 
important e as is the one of forestry. 
1\ e have a beautiful climate, but we are 
perm itting it to be stolen—tree by tree 
the climate goes, never to return. 
The 
foothill man will catch the flood first, but 
the valley man will catch the drought 
first—so both will be even, and properly 
paid for their neglect, if they perm it the 
destruction. 
Even at the present time i: 
an investigation should be made it would 
be found advisable to retrace former error 
by beginning the costly work of afforesta­ 
tion. 
Any one conversant with the local­ 
ity will tell you that in and around cer­ 
tain [lortions of Mohawk valley, in Arizo­ 
na, there are times when torrents of water 
rush down the sides of the mountains and 
in a few hours wash away miles of rail­ 
road track. 
Look at the mountains ; thev 
are hare and barren I 
There you have the 
cause— cause, not alone of flood, but also 
of drought; for nothing will grow in that 
region unless irrigated. 
You ascend on

“ H arry, my boy, 1 do not think you 
mean what you say.

ing you about M arie Antoinette.” 
“ O, mamma, th at was just a lovely story! 
I wish all history was just lieautiful stories 
w ithout dates. 
I hate dates!” 
“ I remember you were quite anxious to 
know when Marie Antoinette lived, and 
w hether she was beheaded before W ash­ 
ington was born. 
How could we know 
these things without dates? 
1 think my 
H arry has been studying till his mind is 
tired. So you may put away your books, 
and I will leave my sewing, and we will 
take a walk in the fresh .air.” 
“ Oh, good! 
And while we are walking 
won’t you tell me a story, a true story 
about something that happened ever so 
long ago?” 
“ W hy, H arry, do you want me to spoil 
our walk with the history you hate so 
much?” 
H arry laughed heartily, and set off in 
high spirits on the walk. There was noth­ 
ing he enjoyed so much as these strolls 
with his mother, who always contrived to 
have something entertaining to tell her 
only child, whose brightness and enthusi­ 
asm were her greatest source of pleasure. 
“A long time ago, cities were built with 
stone walls around them . Imagine a stone 
wall around this town widecuough on the 
top for two carriages to ride abreast! The 
walls of the city I am going to tell you 
about were twenty feet thick. 
That is 
about half the width of this street. They 
were as high as they were thick, and to 
walk all around them would be a walk of 
two miles. 
In this walk there were five 
gates. 
At each gate there was a soldier 
called a ‘sentry’ to keep guard over the 
city. 
There were twenty-live thousand 
people living in the citv. 
Many of these 
were very wealthy, ami lived in very fine 
houses. The houses, however, were not 
built like ours four or five stories high, 
hut generally only one story and a cellar. 
The bed-rooms were made quite small, and 
often without any windows. They did not 
have so much knowledge of comfort as we 
have. 
T heir climate was very line, and 
they spent much lime out of doors, so 
their houses had fine jiorches and courts 
filled with (lowers. 
It was one of their 
customs to have the cemeteries for the rich 
people by the roadside. 
W hen any one 
died they burned their bodies.” 
“ <>, mamma, were they savages? I 
think that was 
horrible to burn the 
bodies!” 
“ No, they were not savages. 
They 
were cultivated people. 
They were so ac­ 
customed to it that it did not affect them 
any more unpleasantly than our custom of 
burying. 
After the bodies were burned, 
they gathered the ashes and put them into 
an urn, and often placed this in a marble 
vault and inscribed the name on the out­ 
side. The streets of the city were nar­ 
row, and paved with blocks of stone. 
The 
stores or shops were quite small. The 
public buildings were large, strongly built 
— 1 
beautifully finished.

Y u c a t a n , Mexico, Ju n e 5, 1888. 
To visit Y'ucatan without making a 
pilgrimage to some of its world-famous 
ruins would belike “doing” Egypt without 
seeing the pyram ids; so one fine day we 
set out for Mayapan, about thirty miles 
south of Merida, the old-time seat of the 
ancient empire of the Mayas or aboriginal 
inhabitants of this peninsula. 
The route thereto lies through 


THE VILLAGE OF TELCHAqUILLO, 
Populated entirely by Indians to the num ­ 
ber of aliout 800 and composid of the 
rudest of huts, casas de ¡Hija, where we were 
obliged to pass the night, both going and 
returning. Telchaquillo is not upon the 
camina real, or King's highway, but is 
reached by a wild path through the woods, 
which turns off abruptly from the royal 
road some five miles north of the town. 
The camino real is bad enough, and this is 
indescribable. 
IIow it came to be built at 
all illustrates a striking feature of Yuca­ 
tan character. 
Forty years ago or more 
Telchaquillo was under the care of a cure, 
who was very much beloved by all the 
Indians far and near. 
B ut the path from 
M erida was so circuitous and difficult tiiat, 
on account of many other duties, the good 
Father felt compelled to give it up and 
gave notice to that eflect. 
Then the In ­ 
dians, regarding the threatened loss as the 
worst possible calamity, turned out in a 
body aud cut a new road, straight through 
the woods, from the cure’s door to the 
church. 
More than half a century ago a great 
cathedral was commenced in this out of 
the way hamlet, under the direction of 
some long-dead curate. 
It is needless to 
add th at the poor Indian who can barely 
keep soul and body together could never 
complete it. 
One end has been roofed and 
rudely fitted up as a chapel, and beyond 
are the high, uncovered walls, fast crum­ 
bling to decay. 
Sitting upon an adobe bench in the lit­ 
tle plaza which occupies the center of the 
town, we were greatly astonished by what 
looked like

As they w en t from ii> th ey 
out of sight at the di.-tan e of a few yards, 
while others as suddenly ap p eared , with 
faces toward us, as if they had risen out ■ i' 
the earth. 
I rubbed my eyes, thinking it 
an optical illusion. 
But no; there they 
were, appearing and disappearing in con­ 
' stant procession, like so many phantoms or 
Jacks-in-a-box. 
Determined to solve the mystery, we 
quickly came to a wide opening in the 
level but roekv surface of the ground, in­ 
visible at a little distance, which we at 
once recognized at the mouth of a cenote, 
or water-cavc. 
There being no other 
stream or well for miles around, this sub­ 
terranean reservoir supplies all the inhab­ 
itants with water. 
The descent is by reg­ 
ular steps cut in the limestone, now worn 
into hollows. Overhead extends an im ­ 
mense wall of stone, and 500 feet from the 
mouth is an inexhaustible supply of clear, 
cold water, which has no current, and 
whose source is a mystery. 
They tell us 
that it rises a little during the rainy 
season, but never falls below a certain 
point at any time of the year. 
Around the mouth of the cave birds 
and hats were circling and darting, and 
the Egvptian-looking 
figures ascending 
and descending with their water-jars made 
a scene as picturesque as romantic. 
Luck­ 
ily there are few strangers and no drunk­ 
ards in Telchaquillo, for, as “ all roads 
lead to Rome,” the path to everywhere 
leads through the plaza, and it would be 
the easiest thing in life to tumble through 
this broken roof into the bottomless gulf 
beneath. 


THE RUINS OF MAYAPAN 
Are found upon the San Joaquin hacienda, 
which forms part of the vast estate called 
Ncanchakan, once the property of Don 
Jose Maria Menesis, former Provisor of 
the Church of Yucatan. 
This place is 
supposed to have been the capital of the 
ancient inhabitants, and is spoken of by 
the early Spanish historians as 111 Pendón 
dejas Mayas—the banner city of the abor­ 
igines. 
\ \ e will not attempt a minute de­ 
scription of the ruins, for M. Charney, Dr. 
I.e Plongeon, Squires, Ober, Stephens and 
other eminent 
archaeologists 
have de­ 
scribed them fully. 
Suffice it to say that 
the wonderful re'ics of a bygone age cover 
a vast plain, so overgrown with rank trop­ 
ical vegetation as to be extremely difficult 
to reach and invisible till close upon them. 
1 be remains of a strong wall which once 
encompassed the unknown city may be dis­ 
tinctly traced through the woods. ” 
Not far from t tie modern 
hacienda 
house, but completely hidden by trees and 
tangled creepers, rises a mound sixty high, 
and one hundred feet square at the "basc­ 
an artificial structure built up solid from 
the plain, like the mounds of Palenque 
and Uxmal. 


FOUR GRAND STAIRWAYS, 
Each twenty-five feet wide, ascend to an 
esplanade within six feet ot the top. 
The 
esplanade is scarcely six feet wide, and on 
each side is a smaller staircase leading to 
the summit. 
All these stairways are now 
in a ruinous condition, the step’s being al­ 
most entirely gone, and to-day one can 
climb to the top only by means of fallen 
stones and dense chaparral growing out of 
the dust of ages. The summit is a plain 
stone platform, fifteen feet square, which 
bears no evidence of ever having been oc­ 
cupied by any sort of structure. 
Doubtless 
this mound was the great sacrificial pyra­ 
mid upon which the early priests cut out 
the hearts of human victims w ithin sight 
of the assembled people. 
In this vicinity are several 
smaller 
mounds, and sculptured stones are strewn 
throughout the forest for miles around. 
Most of the latter are square blocks, carved 
on the face, and having at the back a long 
stone tenon, nr stem, and doubtless once 
ornamented the facade of splendid tem­ 
ples. 
There are also grotesque representa­ 
tions of human figures aud strange ani­ 
mals, witil hideous features and malignant 
expression—doubtless once objects of wor­ 
ship, but now broken and half buried— 
the mute memorials of ancient paganism. 
Remembering ,J. L. Stephens’ excellent 
description of a circular mound which he 
discovered at this place, we searched for 
and readily found it. 
It is perfectly round, 
with exterior of plain stone, 30 feét high, 
and with walls 5 feet thick. 
Its door— 
which faces the west and has over it a 
lintel of stone—opens into a circular pass­ 
age three feet wide, in the center of which 
is a cylindrical mass of solid stone without 
pinning of any kind. 
The diam eter of 
the building is 2-5 feet, so that, deducting 
the double width of the wall and passage, 
th is central mass must be nine feet thick. ’ 
The walls are covered with several 
coats of stucco, upon 
which 
the 
re­ 
mains of paint—red, yellow, white and 
blue—may still be seen. 
On a terrace oa 
one side of this remarkable building was 
once a double row of columns, eight feet 
apart, and a number of which are yet 
standing. 
They consist of seoond stories, 
about ¿en inches thick and about two and 
a half fleet in diameter, placed one above 
another, without capitals. 
Some distance from this place are long 
ranges of mounds, of which Mr. Stephens 
says; “ These had once been buildings, the 
lops of which had fallen aud almost buried 
the structures. 
At the end was a door­ 
way, half filled with rubbish, crawling 
through which wo stood upright in apart­ 
ments exactly sim ilar to those at L'x'maf. 
with the arch of stones overlapping and a 
flat stone covering the top.” 
Dr. Augustus l.e Plongeon, in his re- 


acters, of which a cast was taken and sent 
to New York. 
The inscription on it rep­ 
resents the King, Cocom, who was tribu­ 
tary to tbe great Chaacmol, monarch of 
Chichen-Itza, whose grotesque portrait ap­ 
pears full-length upon his castle wall. 
According to Maya genesis, the Creator 
formed the first man from a handful of 
sacate (grass) mixed with earth. 
From 
the latter came his flesh and bones, and 
from the grass his beauty and vigor. 
Dwarfs and giants were the first jieople 
of the land, and, as usual in traditions, the 
former always 
vanquished the 
latter. 
There seem to have been two distinct im­ 
migrations into the peninsula, but it is 
generally conceded th at in ages past the 
great and potent theocratic empire existed 
in that part of Central America where 
\u catan , Guatamala and Southern Mexico 
come together. 
Successive immigrations 
sweeping over it from the north and from 
the south, finally obliterated all distinct­ 
ive race-individtiality of the first inhabit­ 
ants. 
The capital city of the early Em ­ 
pire was Xibalba, believed to be the Pa­ 
lenqueo! the present day. N ahuatls tribes, 
coming down from the north, built another 
city which they called Tulha, in what is 
now the State of Chiapas. 
In -l/t-7b.'i, the 
mythical “ Sacred Book” of the Quiches, 
we are told th at the present inhabitants of 
Peten are lineal descendants of those 
dwellers in Xibalba. 
M ben the Spaniards came, the three 
distinct immigrations into Yucatan—the 
Itzaes, Mayas, and Carils—ali spoke one 
tongue, the Maya language. 
The Itzaes 
founded cities in the northeastern portion 
of the peninsula—T’ho 
(now Merida), 
Itzamal and Chi. h n-Itza. 
The Mayas 
arrived in the filth and sixth centuries, 
followed by the Titul-Xius. 
The former 
founded Mayapan, and the latter settled in 
the region of Uxmal. 
In the wars that 
ensued between the Itzaes and Mayas, the 
latter came out ahead, and ruled the coun­ 
try, while the Itzaes retired to Chichen. 
The head of this ruling f.m ily was C’eeom, 
from whom 
descended the Princes of 
Mayapan. 
I nder K ing Coeom were many 
lords and caciques, who were bound to pay 
him tribute of cotton clothes, cocao, fowls, 
and gum for incense; to light for him in 
wars, and to serve him day and night in 
the temples of the idols, at festivals and 
ceremonies. 
These lords, in turn, had 
under them many cities and serf. 
Becom­ 
ing proud and ambitious, and unwilling to 
brook a superior, they rebelled against 
Gcom, and uniting their forces, besieged 
and destroyed the city of Mayapan. 
Ac­ 
cording to Herrera, this destruction oc­ 
curred in the year 1420, and King Cocom 
with all his sons but one, was murdered bv 
the nobles. 
Of this old-time 
monarch 
Dr. 
I.e 
Plongeon writes: 
“ N ext we will meet 
him 
in the reception-room 
of Queen 
Kinich-Kakmo, 
the wife and sister of 
the great King Chaacmol. 
T hat King, 
Cocom, is the personage represented on 
the anta of the castle, in the bas-reliefs 
of the Queen’s chamber at Chichen, and 
issed 1011 ‘ho slab found in Mayapan by the 
J A bbe Bra-sonr do Bourbourg. 
O n e has 
j only to lo o k a t h is u n iq u e, u n m ista k a b le 
| n ose, 
liis sh o rt sta tu re and to w erin g hat 
to become satisfied of his identity. 
A nd 
then his name is symbolized by a lit tle 
yellow flower, in some cases closed, in 
others open. 
In 
the Maya dictionary 
coromis a plant with yellow flowers, from 
the leaves of which during the feast of 
S t.Jo h n people make a kind of cigar. 
Cocom was the name of an ancient Maya 
dynasty, and is still 
preserved as an 
ancient family name among the natives 
of Yucatan. 
The number of feathers in 
the cap of the King indicates his exalted 
rank. 
The man before him holds a scroll 
—and this is proven by Landa th at they 
had scrolls, written on large leaves folded 
and inclosed between two boards.” 
When any of the ancient family of 
Cocom died, the principal lords cut off 
their heads and cooked them, in order to 
clean the meat from the bones; after 
which they sawed off the hind part ut the 
skull, preserving the front with its jaws 
and teeth. 
They then replaced the flesh 
on the half skull with a certain putty, 
giving them much the same appearance 
they had when a liv e; and then placed 
them among 
their idols and cinerary 
statues in the oratorios, and looked upon 
them with great reverence and love. 
At 
least, so say the historians.

SEA MONSTERS. 


SOME STRANGE STORIES FROM 
CREDITABLE SOURCES.

A ll A v e r a g e V in ey a rd . 
W ebster Treat, of the Oak Shade or­ 
chard, cultivates about fifty acres of Mus­ 
catel raisin grapes. 
The vines are now 
about ten years old. In 1SSG this vineyard 
yielded 70,000 pounds of crude raisins. 
This year he packed 40,000 pounds from 
the same vines, 
lie packed his entire 
1887 crop loose, and realized about $1 40 
per box therefor. 
Mr. Treat estimates 
that the cultivating a m ature raisin vine­ 
yard. per acre, including picking, curing, 
packing and marketing his crop, at about 
•810. 
Of course this estimate is subject to 
contingencies, but is as close to the fact as 
a general statem ent may be. 
Basing a 
calculation upon this statem ent then, we 
arrive in 
conclusion 
th at 
Mr. Treat 
charges lip about $500 expenses against 
the vineyard per year. 
Taking the two 
last years together, the total yield was 
110,000 pounds, or 5,500 
boxes. 
Sup­ 
posing lie averaged $1 4 0 per box, the 
gross returns for the 
two years from 
this 
fifty-acre 
vineyard 
were 
87,700. 
Deducting 81,000 expenses for two years 
and there remains $0.700 net profit, an 
average net profit of $3,350 per year, or 
$07 clear gain per acre. 
These are not 
liooin figures concocted for the purpose of j 
deceiving the credulous tenderfoot. 
We I 
believe this representation is a fair and 
honest showing of what there is of fruit 
culture in and around Davisville. When it I 
comes down to sober fact, no locality in 
the Stale can justly boast of a better áver- Í 
age. 
Of course we could cite instances of i 
as high as $100 to S200 clear profit per 
acre, from fruit culture around Davisville, 
but it is not necessary to dilate on these 
instances to prove the capacity and adapt­ 
ability of our soil for fruit culture. 
It is 
true that a mature fifty-acre Davisville 
vineyard can be run for $500 per vear, 
and that the grass proceeds therefrom will 
approximate $3,350, leaving a net profit 
of $2,850, that ought to satisfy anybody 
who doesn’t want the earth, with a barbed 
wii e fence around it.— Davisville Signal.

The sea serpent lias long been regarded 
as free s[mrt for the buccaneers of the press. 
Folk of th at very class who freely invent 
wild stories to tickle the foolish minds, 
assume severe solemnity of tone in talking 
of the reports of sea captains wiio have 
seen strange sea monsters, and because 
they can lie themselves without much pain, 
they conclude th at it is so with others. 
The consequence is, that the history of the 
unknown monsters of the deep is affected 
by two serious evils. 
In the first place, 
many stories are invented for no worthier 
purpose than to take people in, and in the 
second piare, those who have true stories 
to tell are unwilling to tell them, fearing 
they should be laughed at, and nut know­ 
ing that those who would laugh at them 
most loudly are as likely as not the very 
folk who have invented the wild stories 
which have brought sea monsters into con­ 
tempt. 
If they are not the same, they be­ 
long to the same order. 
A few years ago a sea monster, corre- 
spending in appearance to tlie famed sea 
serpent as often described (which is not 
saying that the creature was a serpent), 
was seen by Captain Austin Cooperand the 
officers and crew of the Carlisle Castle, 
theu bound for Melbourne. 
A description 
and sketch of the monster appeared in tl e 
Argus. 
When this reached London the 
story was scoffed at and bully ragged bv 
one of the buccaneers of the press who, in 
the columns of the daily Telegram, tried to 
be funny at the expense of the worthy sea­ 
man. 
Captain Cooper was unfortunately 
unaware of the small value attached by 
men of sense to lucubrations of this sort, 
usually to be regarded as the product of 
juvenility stirred by unwonted supplies of 
stim ulant. 
So he became very angry. 
“ I 
don’t see any more sea serpents,” he 
said. 
“ It is too much to hold th at one 
of Green’s commanders can’t tell the dif­ 
ference between a piece of sea weed aud a 
live body in water. 
If twenty sea serpents 
come on the starboard, all hands shall be 
i ordered to port. No London penny-a-liner 
I shall say Austin Cooper is a liar and a 
j fool.” 
Of course, it was weak of the gal­ 
lant Captain to care what shallow fools of 


1 the sort might say. 
To a man of sense, a- 
he undoubtedly i?, tbe laughter of fools 
. should be no more seriously annoying than 
“ the crackling of thorns under a jnit.” 
But the fact remains th at many an honest 
seaman lias leen prey nted frmn tellinu 
Iris experii 
by the idiotic gitiiaws of 
tenth-rate scribblers, who are as certain to 
■ be called in to supply such m atter as one 
m ight expect from them in the dull season 
as the dull season is to arrive. 
It should be remembered that there has 
scarcely been a discovery relative to any­ 
thing at all wonderful which has not been 
similarly haw-hawed by tbe foolish. 
It 
was so with the ancient travelers, who, go­ 
ing far south, came back with the story 
(perfectly true) th at the sun travels from 
right to left across the sky, instead of 
traveling from left to right as in their 
northern home. 
It was so with the first 
accounts of the giraffe, which was shown 
by the penny-a-liners of the day to lie im ­ 
possible. 
It was so with half a dozen 
stories told by Bruce (who was made to do 
duty for a Baron Munchausen), all subse­ 
quently confirmed. 
It was so with the 
gorilla, DuChaillu being grossly insulted 
by more than one dullard who supposed 
his own stupidity could tell him the lim­ 
its of the possible. 
It was so in the most striking degree of 
the cuttle fish, a sea monster long rejected 
as impossible. 
Gne w riter on natural his­ 
tory, who should have known lietter, main­ 
tained th at no cuttle fish ever existed 
whose tenaeles exceeded twenty feet in 
fength. 
But now it is knowu th at not 
only are there cuttle fish (not Oetopoda, 
but belongiug to the sub-order Deeapoda) 
having tenaeles more than twice this 
length, but there are several varieties in 
which these enormous dimensions are at­ 
tained. 
Let 11s examine some of the accounts of 
sea monsters, which, despite the mischiev­ 
ous influence of press-bufibonery, have 
icen reported by sea captains less suscep- 


ine the balance of the ship—not fromi 
side to side, that is fully provided for 
by the pectoral fins, but in the direction 
of the ship’s fength. 
Hence a series of 
undulatory motions will be perceived in 
the tail, and if the creature is advancing 
in a straight course the undulations will 
be up and down—or, as Captain W ebster 
puts it—in a vertical plane. 
It may be remembered that in 1873 a 
monstrous cuttlefish was encountered by 
two fishermen in Conception Bay, New­ 
foundland. 
W hen attacked, the creature 
threw its long arms across the fisher­ 
men’s boat, which it seemed to regard 
as a veritable object of prey; 
but one 
of the fishermen cut off the "tentacle with 
an ax, on which the cephalopod w ith­ 
drew, apparently regarding the man’s 
action as unfair. 
This tentacle was 25 feet 
in length, and :ls the fishermen considered 
that it was cut off’ fully ten feet from the 
hotly, the entire length of the tentacle 
must have been about 35 feet. 
They esti­ 
mated the body at 00 fret in length and 
five feet in diameter. 
In 1861 the French steamer Alecto en­ 
countered a monstrous cuttle at sea about 
120 miles northeast of Tenerifle. 
The 
crew got a noose around the body, but un­ 
fortunately it slipped to the tail, which it 
pulled off. The weight of this little bit of 
tiie creature was found to be over forty 
pounds. 
It was estimated that the bodv 
was fifty feet long and the weight not less 
than 4,000 pounds. 
Now, the manufact­ 
urers of small jokes before the time of the 
buccaneers of tbe press, the jeering jpsters 
of nearly two thousand years ago, had held 
Pliny uii to ridicule lor averting that a 
cuttle-fish had been captured on the Span­ 
ish coast which, according to h :s account, 
would have weighed about 2,000 pounds. 
But Pliny’s cuttle-fish would have been a 
little one compared with the Alecto’s. 
As 
for Victor Hugo’s Devil-fish it would have 
been but a mouthful for either the Alecto’s 
or the Co ception bay devil. 
In passing be it remarked that the 
Devil-n.-li Ray and the Devil-fish Cepha- 
lopod are by no means to lie confounded. 
Victor Hugo’s Devil-fish was no more a 
fish than it was a devil. 
But to many 
persons every water creature, whale, seal, 
crab, shrimp, oyster, etc., is a fish, even as 
all things that creep on the earth with 
more legs than four are insects. 
No natu­ 
ralist can allow spiders to enter the insect 
family, though many insects may enter 
perforce the spider family. 
W ith regard to sea monsters, which have 
been described as sea serpents, 1 need o n ly 
to refer to the multitudinous accounts 
which have b een w e ll accredited, sin c e to 
• ¡n ote th em in fu ll w ou ld req u ire sev era l 
p ages of ibis jo u rn a l. 
It m a y be sa fely 
asserted th a t e v ery s in g le accou n t a m o n g 
th o se w h ich h a v e been started for th e pur-

The Gilrov Gazette says: 
The pest has 
become troublesome in some vineyards, 
especially so where there are young plants. 
The V iticultural Commission recommends 
an elaborate system of wire screen flappers 
to be used ¡11 connection with petroleum, 
which is both expensive and tedious. 
S. 
W. Kilpatrick, who is in charge of Henry 
M iller’s extensive orchards and vineyards 
in this section, assures us that a very sim­ 
ple, inexpensive and efficient remedv can 
be found in the use of concentrated lve. 
Mr. K ilpatrick recommends that two small 
can of concentrated lve be dissolved thor­ 
oughly in one barrel (40 gallons) of water, 
and this m ixture sprayed upon the leaves 
and stalks of the vines, care being taken 
that the spraying shall be done so lightly 
as not to break off or injure the foliage bv 
its force. 
The work should be done before 
sunrise, or some time after sunset. 
By 
placing a barrel on a light hand-cart it 
would be an easy m atter to spray rnanv 
acres in a few hours and at a very incon­ 
siderable expense. 
A nother formula suggested by Mr. K il­ 
patrick, but which he does not recommend 
so strongly as the foregoing, is to dissolve 
one pound of sulphur in three gallons of 
milk taken from the tire at the boiling 
point; mix with this two quarts of kero­ 
sene. stir the whole thoroughly in one bar­ 
re] (forty gallons) o f water, and spray with 
the m ixture in the same manner as recom­ 
mended witii the concentrated lye. 
There can be no possible harm result 
from the use of either of these remedies, 
to either foliage or fruit, if sufficient care 
is taken that the spray shall fall lightly 
and geutlv upon the viues. 
Mr. K ilpatrick is an authority upon 
such subjects, and our vineyardists will do 
well to heed his suggestions.

The creature possessed no fins 
or paddles, so far as we could perceive.

cannot sav if it had legs. 
It appeared to 
progress by means of an undulatory motion 
of the tail in a vertical plane.” 
Now, it is obvious from this description 
that the monster belonged to the Ray 
trilie, being cither a member of some un­ 
known variety of th at tribe (the Batoidei, 
which with the sharks or Salachoidei, 
form the sub-order Phiginstomata), or else 
an abnormally enormous specimen of the 
sixth Ray family, the Myliobatide, famili­ 
arly known as the eagle-rays, sea devils 
or 
devil-fish 
(and 
surely 
what 
Cap­ 
tain 
Webster 
describes 
was 
a 
devil 
of a fish). 
These creatures attain'a great 
size, 
though 
until 
Cantain 
Webster 
saw his “ shoal ’’ no devil-fish 200 feet 
in length had ever been heard of. 
The 
largest 
ever 
captured 
weighed 
1,250 
pounds. 
In the British Museum there is 
a specimen five feet long and weighing 
twenty pounds, which 
tells something 
of the enormous dimensions which full- 
grown devil fish may attain, since this 
young devil fish was yet unborn, having 
been taken from the body of the mother. 
(The eagle rays are viviparous.) 
The 
mother's body measured fifteen feet in 
length and breadth. 
The span of the 
pectoral tins corresponding to a body of 
this size would be about thirty feet, the 
tail about sixty or seventy feet in length. 
The sea devil’s mode of progression is 
not that descrilied by Captain W ebster; 
but 
it would be easy for an observer 
unacquainted with the nature of the 
creature to suppose that it had no fins 
and was p ro filin g itself by its long, 
undulating tail. 
The fact is that to the 
ordinary observer a ray fish seems to 
have pectoral fins because its pectoral 
fins are so abnormally developed. 
H alf 
the breadth of what such an observer 
takes 
for the 
body 
is 
made 
up 
of 
the extended pectoral tins. 
The 
fish 
progresses by a slight, undulatory motion 
of these fins, a motion so slight as to be 
barely perceptible. 
The fish’., chance of 
approaching its 
prey 
depends on this 
motion, being almost imperceptible, so that 
it might well escape Captain W ebster’s 
attention. 
The tail has no propulsive 
power at all, but appears to serve partly j 
as a rudder and partly to help in preserv- j

basking sharks, and so forth, 
has been dealt with in that w ay; nay, 
probably more sea-serpent stories have 
probably been so explained away than can 
so lie fairly dealt with. 
A number ol sto­ 
ries remain, which can neither be treated 
as foolish falsehoods (stupid story-tellers 
are luckily not quite so numerous as many 
imagine), nor explained as relating to ob­ 
jects mistaken for sea monsters, nor inter­ 
preted as describing known sea creatures— 
ribbon-fish, cuttle-fish, basking sharks, or 
the like, unusually large or seen under 
unusual conditions. The opinions of nearly 
all naturalists who have considered these 
outstanding stories carefully is that they 
indicate the existence of sea creatures 
as yet unclassified, which, though they 
may not be— most probably are not—sea 
serpents, yet when seen at the surface [ire- 
sent the appearance of a serpent with head 
reared above the water, and often progress­ 
ing with great rapidity. 
The most remarkable account of a sea 
monster of this kind is that given by the 
Captain and officers of the l ’auline. 
It 
was sworn to by George Drevar ; tbe Cap­ 
tain ; Horatio Thompson, Chief M ate; 
John Landells, .Second Mate, and by the 
Steward and a seaman. 
It runs (some­ 
what abridged) as follows: 
On Ju ly 8th we observed three large 
sperm whales, one of whieh was gripped 
around the body by two turns of what ap­ 
peared to he a huge serpent. 
Tiie head 
and tail appeared to have a length beyond 
the coils of about thirty feet, and a girth 
of eight or nine feet. The creature whirled 
the whale round and round for about 
fifteen minutes, and then suddenly dragged 
it to the boltoai head first. 
Five days later the same creature or a 
sim ilar one was seen about two hundred 
yards from the ship, darting along the sur­ 
face, head and neck being out of the water. 
Only Captain Drevar and an ordinary sea­ 
man saw this. 
But a few minutes later 
the Capt 'in, l irst Mate and two seamen 
saw the monster raise its head and neck 
above tiie water to a bight which they es­ 
timated at sixty feet. 
It is certain th at neither Drevar nor 
Thompson had any reason for inventing 
such a story as they and the rest swore to 
on the occasion. It is hard enough, thanks 
to the penny-a-liner buffoon, to get an offi­ 
cer of a merchant vessel to relate what he 
has seen, if il he at all remarkable. 
As 
Captain Drevar wrote to me soon after his 
story had been published, the master of a 
merchant craft gets little thanks from his 
employers when he publishes a story of 
this sort. 
“ W e don’t want you to see sea 
monsters, hut to attend to business,” is the 
customary comment of the merchant owner 
when one of his captains has anything to 
tell of the living wonders of the deep. 
Drcvar’s case illustrated this somewhat 
badly, 
lie was very soon out of employ­ 
ment ; not because they doubted the truth 
of his story, hut because they did not care 
to have any Captain in their employment 
exposing himself to ridicule. 
Is it to lie wondered at that those who 
are interested in learning all that travelers 
have to tell feel something more than mere 
contempt for flippant fools who, by their 
feeble but spiteful jesting, silence those 
who alone have good opportunities of ex­ 
tending our information about the little- 
known wonders of the great deep. 
Here are two cases of sea monsters, one 
of which was certainly, the other probably, 
not really, serpentine. 
Some ten years ago Commandant Vil- 
leneuve and the officers of the French 
man-of-war, the Leander, saw a creature 
corresponding in appearance 
with 
the 
“ sea-serpent” traveling rapidly along, the 
head slightly rai-cd above the water, and 
with a sort of mane streaming backwards, 
while the back of a long body could lie 
seen under the water. 
A creature exactly 
answering to this description was seen by 
Major Jam es Harding, then officer in the 
K ing of Kigi’s army, passing within a few 
yards of his canoe, anil swimming towards 
a small island outside Suva Bay, known as 
the Horae of the Big Snake. 
Captain, the 
Hon. George Hope, of the British ship Fly, 
when in theG ulfofCalifornia, thesea being 
unusually calm and transparent, saw at the 
bottom a large marine animal with the 
head and general figure of an alligator, 
hut the neck much longer, and with four 
large paddles instead of legs. 
My own belief is that some, at any rate, 
of the stories relating to supposed sea- 
serpents are to be explained by the the­ 
ory that there 
still 
exists 
creatures 
such 
as 
Captain 
Hope 
described— 
long-necked reptilian forms akin to the 
Dolichodeiros of former geological ages. 
Such creatures would present all the char­ 
acteristics recognized in the so-called sea 
serpents. 
Their paddles would enable 
them to advance rapidly without per­ 
ceptible 
undulation 
(which 
the 
sea 
serpent has been observed to do, and 
which no actually serpentine creature 
could do). 
They would he very seldom 
seen, even if numerous, since their lives 
would be passed for the most part in the 
depths of thesea—and for a like reason 
their remains would not lie likely to be 
ever found on the shores or in shallows. 
The great objection to this view has been 
that we find no fossil plesiosaurs in ter­ 
tiary strata. 
But this objection loses its 
force when we note that the Chimera (a 
connecting link between the sharks and 
the sturgeons) is closely related to forms 
existing in the secondary era, while no 
trace of any of those forms has been 
found in the intermediate strata down to 
our own time. 
The Chimera certainly ex­ 
ists, for it has been seen and captured. 
It

LINGERING AT BETHLEHEM AND 


RECALLING ITS MEMORIES. 


On th e B an k s o f th e B ead S ea- 
T rying to Sink in Its W aters 
—The Jordan.

O n t h e J o r d a n , 
) 
S y ria , April 8, 1888.) 
From the pools of Solomon, where 1 
closed tny last letter, ottr course led us 
along the aqueduct and past I'rtas, the 
site if Etam, where Sampson slew a thou­ 
sand Philistines ; also, the Garden of Solo­ 
mon. 
Of Etam, built by Rahoboam, only 
ruin.- remain, but the gardens, still watered 
from the (s.ols above them, are very fine. 
From the mountain side they seem but 
sixty or eighty feet wide, and are about 
two miles in length, including the side 
canyons. 
They are hemmed in between 
two steep mountains of Juda, near Tekoa, 
about 800 feet below the bridle path over 
which we passed. 
They are nevertheless 
2,000 feet wide and hear vegetables and 
fruit whose demaud in the markets of,Je­ 
rusalem bring the very largest price paid 
for produce of their kind. As we ride 
past these luxuriant beds and terraces 
Solomon’s saying affords no relief to us, 
not being able to enter and eat, hut there 
was a mental feast in his words concerning 
them that will bear quoting: “Awake, <) 
north wind, and come thou so u th ; blow 
upon my garden, that the spices thereof 
may flow out. 
Let my beloved come into 
my garden and eat his pleasant fruits.” 
Bethlehem is now in sight. 
Beautiful 
Bethlehem, ephralah! 
It is surrounded by 
valley and glen, and the sear look of these 
wild, rugged hills and ravines inspires one 
with a spirit of buoyancy, such a» charac­ 
terized the inhabitants in the days of Da­ 
vid. 
Is there a city on earth so highly 
honored as Bethlehem? Jerusalem has its 
Antonia and its Golgotha, its place of trial 
and 
execution; 
but 
Bethlehem, the 
“House of Bread,” is revered as the city of 
the Firth of the Savior, and to this day it 
is esteemed as being entitled to a place of 
great distinction in Palestine. The events 
of sacred history recorded as having oc­ 
curred in it and in the vicinity are worthy 
to be named, and give to Bethlehem a 
central historical location. 
As I stand upon the street at the entrance 
of the Church of the N ativity, and see 
mothers carry th eir babes upon their arms, 
each passing stranger brings the recurring 
thought of H im who assumed the helpless, 
hum iliating attitude of an earthly rela­ 
tion that he might meet the wants and 
necessities of fallen man from his infancy 
even down to old age. The observation (if 
General Lew Wallace, concerning the 
visit of the wise men, is a simple and 
beautiful narrative of the “ Babe of Beth­ 
lehem:” “ They saw the child was as other 
children; about his head was neither nim ­ 
bus nor material crown; its l i p opened not 
in speech; and if it heard their expressions 
of joy, their invocations, their prayers, it 
made no sign whatever, but babv-like, 
looked longer at the flame in the lantern 
than at them.” 
The Church of the N ativity was erected 
over the grotto where Christ was born by 
the Empress Helena, A. D. 327. 
Prop­ 
erly speaking, 
the 
Basilica was then 
erected. 
It is a monument of Christian 
design and construction, and is the oldest 
in this respect in the world. 
Its length is 
120x110 feet. 
It has a nave and four 
aisles. 
T he horizontal architraves are 
supported by ranges of Corinthian col­ 
umns. 
The marble columns are said to 
have come from Solomon’s porch of the 
Temple at Jerusalem. 
The rich mosaics 
that once adorned it are rapidly fading 
way, and the whole building is going to 
ruin. 
It is the property of all the sects 
that have quarters about the grotto. 
Two 
winding staircases lead down to the cave 
where Jesus is said to have been born, one 
from the Greek, and the other from the 
Armenian Chapel. 
The Latins also have 
a chapel here. 
My letter necessarily em­ 
brace- too much territory to remain here 
long; but let us descend the grotto and see 
how it looks. 
Three things are promi­ 
nent: the lesser is the crvpt-like place 
where Si. Jerom e spent the greater part of 
hi- life. 
The voluminous works that came 
iroin his heart and hands were written 
here. 
Here the “Father of the Church” 
lived the life that made him an “illustri- 
eii- r- . luse,” and here he died and was 
buried. 
How secluded is this place! llow 
cheerless! Did the gloomy and solitary 
surroundings of this damp subterranean 
chamber beget within him the remarkable 
suavity that characterized his numerous 
writings? or did he choose such retire- 
mci.; because it was in harmony with his 
mental temperament, and detracted not 
from either the letter or the spirit of his 
gifted productions? 
The other places of which 1 desire to 
speak are those containing the “ manger,” 
and the location of the “ birth of Jesus.” 
After passing the tomb of St. Eusebius— 
not the historian—and the Sts. Paula and 
Eustachia, her daughter, and gazing at the 
altar marking the entrance to the vault 
where the “ 2b,000 children murdered bv 
Herod were buried,” called The Altar of 
the 1 nnoeents, we go through a narr >w 
passage some 25 or 30 feet long, and eater 
the westside of the Chapel o fthe N ativity. 
It i- a low vaulted chamber not to exceed 
in hight 71 feet, and 38 feet long and 11 
wide. 
There is a semicircular apse at the 
east end, in the marble pavement of whicli 
is a silver star. 
Suspended over this are 
sixteen silver lamps, whose dim light con­ 
tinually struggles to displace the darkness 
and midnight gloom tiiat seeks to hover 
there. 
Back of the silver star and on 
each side of it are altar decorations, some 
of which are not so rude as others, hut 
taken as a whole, in general view, makes a 
passable display of taste in arrangement. 
Upon drawing near, the Latin inscription 
on the star could be easily read : 


“ HU? DE VIRGINK MARIA JESUS CHRISTUS 
NATOS EST.” 
;"H ere Jesus Christ was born of the V ir­ 
gin Marv.") 
N ear this, to the right, and a little west 
of it, is the A ltar of the Manger. A m ar­ 
ble trough is set in front of a mantle, on 
which arc decorations, and lamps are kept 
burning. 
Pilgrims numerous ccme to this 
chapel to worship, and are eager to kiss 
this silver star and this manger of marble. 
W hatever doubt tradition brings to us 
concerning this spot, the fact that Jesus 
was born here—even here in Bethlehem— 
makes the little city with all its dwellings, 
and the very hills about it, sacred to the 
believing heart. 
W e also entered another chamber hewn 
out of the soft rock near the Church of 
the N ativity. 
It is honored as the place 
where Marv and Joseph lived until the 
flight to Egypt. 
It may lie doubted 
w hether or not the “ W ell of David " is 
identical with the one shown us. 
When 
he longed one dav while in the cave of 
Adnllam for a drink of “ the water from 
the well of Bethlehem which is by the 
g ate ” (2 Sam. xxiii., 14-16), and imme­ 
diately three of his “ mighty m en” haz­ 
arded their lives, and broke through the 
ranks of the Philistines and brought him 
his desire, which he then refused to drink. 
( *ur course of travel leads us across the 
“ field of the Shepherds,” and also the 
field where Ruth gleaned after the reapers 
of B uz. 
In this valley the “ voice of the 
angelic host resounded.” 
The boast that heathen deities took the 
place of the Christian’s God, and on Chris­ 
tian altars were consumed the sacrifices 
that were offered to them, has had its day. 
God is being glorified “ In the highest;” 
earth is enteriug upon an era of “ peace” 
and “ good will to men,” is being every­ 
where sou.ht after. 
International laws 
have bound the nations in a compact, the 
respectful recognition of which is the se­ 
curity of peace and prosperity among 
them. 
W hat of feud -till exists is not so 
largely the result of personal antipathy. 
It is the spirit of selfishness, wanting terri­ 
tory, wanting royal honor. The Council 
at Geneva, with the spirit of the pro la- 
mat:on heard by the shepherds of Bethle­ 
hem, has adjusted more difficulties, more 
diplomatic vexations in the few past years 
than were settled by the sword during two

“ From n o rth to south th e princes m eet 
T o pay th e ir hom age at h is feet; 
W hile W estern r m pires ow n th e ir Lord. 
A nd savage trib es a tte u d h is w ord. 
T o h im sh all endless p ray er be said, 
A nd en d ess praises crow n his head: 
H is kingdom spread from shore to shore. 
’T ill m oons sh all w ax to w ane no m ore.” 
W e camped at Marsaba on the 5th of 
April and visited the convent that St. 
Sabas founded in the year 483 or 484. 
The readei will be satisfied with a mere 
glance at this strange wierd building in a 
desolate, unhabited gulch of the Kidron— 
a befitting place for ferocious wild beasts. 
St. Sabas was a pious man, and thousands 
of followers came here with him to assist 
in building and maintaining the Convent 
of Marsaba, as it was called. 
It is more 
of a fort in construction than a church. 
There are numerous 
buttresses, turrets, 
cave-, chapels with simple facades, cells, 
steep stair flights and narrow galleries. 
The holy chapel is beautifully furnished, 
and is said to he the richest in utensils of 
the altar in Palestine. 
The same is said 
of the convent, and many believe that 
enormous wealth is concealed in it. 
The 
plundering Bedouins have long sought to 
pounce upon it and carry off the rich , 
spoils of their bravery ; but no Arab ever 
entered it. 
Perm its are secured, and w ith­ 
out these the gate is closed to all who ' 
knock. The monks are sixty-five in num­ 
ber and spend most of their time in 
prayer, eat no flesh, fast often, and do no 
manual labor, except to take care of the 
convent. 
Things of interest to lie seen are 
the lair of the lion whom the saint 
politely invited to evacuate the place, and 
tie did i t ; the palm tree planted by St. 
Sabas, and the spring created by miracle. 
The crypts of the martyred saints o f , 
Marsaba are filled with the bones of the j 
victims. These are exposed to view, and j 
some of the skulls of their leaders placed j 
in receivers, where the faithful may kiss 1 
them, a privilege they crave to enjoy, j 
Nearly 20,000 skeletons lie here like fallen 
reeds—the skulls alone arranged in order. 
After seeing the tomb of St. Sabas, we j 
came away feeling that no such building j 
and solitary surroundings are elsewhere to 
be seen, and th at although it lias been 
plundered by Persians and Turks, and suf­ 
fered the terrible devastation and the un­ 
mitigated persecution of the “Crescent 
against the Cross,” still it stands, and 
will stand until the world falls heir to the 
Biblical treasures of which these monks 
arc the sole custodians, and Christian 
students the only heirs. 
At Bethlehem the shiekof the Dead Sea 
guided us through his territory. 
There 
was war in his dominion between his peo­ 
ple and those of a contiguous tribe. 
Mr. 
Floyd, our dragoman, got the two angry 
chiefs to shake hands at the door of the 
Church of the N ativity. 
They had not 
spoken for two years. 
“ T hat day were 
Herod and Pilate made friends.” 
Our 
sheik had the expression of an Arab. 
His mien was savage, his vigilance like an 
argus, and his deportment wily and insidi­ 
ous. 
H e has six bullets lodged in his 
body, and always goes armed to the teeth. 
Ilis presence is necessary in descending 
the Valley of the Jordan, for we had to 
pass “Robber’s Cave,” and go over the 
road where the “certain man went down 
from Jerusalem to Jericho, and fell among 
thieves, who beat him and stripped him of 
his clothes and lift him half dead.” 
The presence of this chief will protect 
from such a fate, and without a native 
guide let no one venture. 
W hen we 
reached the high mountains of the Kidron, 
occasional glimpses of the Dead Sea were 
had. 
The water appears leaden, and re­ 
flecting rays of light did not m irror sur­ 
rounding objects on its banks, as do fresh 
waters. 
The nearer we approached the 
more beautiful appeared the landseajie. 
Before us, and at our feet, lay the “ As­ 
phaltic lake.” 
Eastward anil along the 
lake the blue range of the mountains of 
Moab rose like a background to the scene; 
and still more distant northeast, the pur­ 
ple dome of Mt. Neho, wearing long rib­ 
bons of virgin snow that lay in his rock- 
rifted fissures, lifted his royal crown as if— 
Wont to do as Moses did, 
And view th e lan d scap e o'er. 
When at the edge of the sea, the east­ 
ern mountains show a brownish-red color, 
and those on the west are gray mingled 
with white, and are bare. The view of the 
valley of the Jordan is inspiring. 
As far 
as the eye reaches to the north the broad, 
fertile plain extends, and tens of thousands 
of acres of the richest land in Palestine 
lies unplowed and, with few exceptions, 
the “ earlier and later rains” have ceased 
to bring “ seed to the sower and bread to 
the eater.” 
The Dead Fea is forty-six miles long 
and ten wide at its greatest point, and is 
1,316 feet below the M editerranean. 
1 
have often heard it said that it was im­ 
possible to sink in its tide, and concluded 
to attem pt it. 
Professor Fleet, an Amer- I 
iean who went down with us from Bethle- ! 
hem, joined me in an experiment in which j 
we sought to press our bodies under the 
water. 
We lay flat upon our backs, with 
arms folded across the chest, the hands of 
the Professor were placed on my chest and 
abdomen and the pressure made directly 
downward. 
It resulted in him lifting him ­ 
self nearly out of the water, while my 
body was not out of sight. 
We changed 
positions, and had a like experience. 
The catastrophe which befel the ci icsof 
the plain “ has its proof in the geological 
formation ” and in the traditions of the 
wild dwellers about here, as well as in di­ 
rect statem ent of the Scriptures. 
Mr. j 
Grone, in “ Bible Dictionary,” denies the ! 
statem ent I quote above. 
The river Jordan is the only stream in 
Palestine th at migli tbe called a river. T hat 
the name took its rise from the confluence 
of two streams rising from Mt. Hermon i 
named Jo r and Dan is rather doubtful. • 
The Jordan is supplied hv numerous per- ' 
ennial fountains, the most prominent of 
which are the Dan and Banias. 
These 
flow into the Ilasbany, and are joined by 
Fsh-Shor, this constituting the “sacred 
river” of the Holy Land. 
It 
passes 
through Lake Huleh, and descends about 
600 feet within the space of nine miles, i 
and enters Lake Gennesaret. 
It leaves 
the lake again at the southern extrem ity, 
and winds its way on and on, down, and 
still deeper down, creating cascades, ed­ 
dies, and accelerating leaps over its de­ 
scending be«l until it reaches the Dead 
Sea. 
It is fed by a few streams from 
the mountains below Gennesaret, the larg- j 
est of which are the Hierom ax and the ¡ 
Jabbok, now called Yarmukan Zrrka. The 
direct distance of the river from its rise to 
the sea is sixty miles, but its meandering 
course is 200 miles. 
In bounty and dis­ 
tribution it is an appropriate figure of the 
goodness of God, visiting numerous com­ 
munities to slake their thirst and water 
their gardens, and even oilers its living cur­ 
rent to the dead waters of the “Sea of Lot,” 
and being refused, are lifted again into the 
clouds to fly over the parched deserts of 
Arabia to bless the wild Bedouin in his 
tent. 
“ There is not an important event in the 
history of the Israelites,” says a writer, 
“ that is not connected either directly or 
otherwise with the Jordan.” 
We are now 
at the “lower ford,’ where the Israelites 
crossed over when the waters divided be­ 
fore the Ark of God. 
H ere also the 200 
young men watched the prophets Elijah 
and Elisha pass over the cleft current, and 
on the opposite banks “ Elijah went up in 
a chariot of fire.” 
John baptized Jesus 
and the multitudes of people who followed 
him here. 
Then there was the pursuit of 
the Midianites 
by Gideon; 
Ephriam ’s 
chastisement by Jephthah; the recovery of 
the bodies of .Saul and his sons at Beth- 
shan by the men of Jabeshgilead, and the 
march of Abner along the valley of the 
Ghor. 
Here David hastened in fright 
from his own sou, the treacherous Abso- 
lom; and here, besides other noted events, 
the Syrian leper, Naaman, washed and was 
healed. 
Pilgrims still come by hundreds 
and bathe in the sacred waters, and even 
dip in it the shroud in which they will be 
buried. 
This valley is indented with their 
foot-prints, and these rapid currents re­ 
ceive their devout attentions. 
They drink 
it, they shed tears of joy and grief com­ 
mingled into it, and carry its holy liquid 
to the sick and infirm at their homes to 
bless them also. Poetic fancy in our hym- 
nology needs the bridle to hold it in place. 
These are not “stormy banks,” nor can you 
from here “ view” the surrounding valley. 
It is a place hemmed in by jungle and 
trees or: either side of the river, but it is 
so rapid that

Neglect of this care leads to some of the 
most dangerous inflammations and neural­ 
gias in women, who have little to choose 
between such maladies and cancer. 
There is difference enough between the 
hasty “ wash ” 
and thorough bathing, 
which deserves consideration. 
For young 
women in good flesh the cool bath may be 
most agreeable and best. 
B ut in cases of 
languor, pallor and stiffness of the limbs, 
take the hot bath, quite as hot as the skin 
can bear, and rendered more cleansing 
with ammonia, borax or pearliue. 
R e­ 
main in it ten minutes, to let the skiu 
absorb the water, soaking off the old laver, 
softening and stim ulating the new growth 
and suppling the joints. Keep the water 
hot while taking a thorough scrub with 
good soap, then let it run clear, adding 
lavender or auy pleasant toilet water for a 
refreshing lave. 
Keep the head wet in 
cool water, if any sense of fullness there is 
felt. 
The wiping should be with warm 
towels, to lose none of the stim ulating 
heat which sends the blood 
coursing 
through the veins, renewing worn tissues 
and carrying away obstructions. 
No life is perfect or satisfactory which 
leaves out enough daily labor to develop 
the system and keep it in its best condi­ 
tion, and the men and women who amount 
to anything have all found it out for them ­ 
selves. 
Imagine a man of brains content 
to take his daily exercise in a gymnasium.

Let your girls do housework vigorouslv 
mornings, or work, not potter, in the gar­ 
den, dance or play tennis after 10 o’clock 
and sing part songs in the evenings, and 
do not let them shirk the interest, the de­ 
velopment th at lies in real work.

girls, who put forth as a plea of their fee­ 
ble gentility that they never had any hard 
work to do. 
Their billious headaches, 
their horrible breath and still more horri­ 
ble unnamed disorders, which make their 
presence anything but that of sweet and 
welcome womanhood, their suspicious, co­ 
ercive tempers, their utter inadequacy to 
any of the burdens of life which other 
people do not carry so willingly as did the 
fond m other- these are the retribution of 
the do-less woman.— Detroit Journal.

HOW TO M AKE PERFECT COFFEE. 
To pret'are coffee you must take the 
green seed, using your judgm ent to make 
sure th at it is new. 
You must then roast 
it in a rotary cylinder, or even in a small 
frying pan, over a charcoal fire. 
It will 
change its color from light sage-green to 
dark brown, and will at the same time be­ 
gin to sweat. 
Drops of brown oil will 
standout upon it and will give out an un­ 
mistakable aroma. 
This aroma consists of 
a delicate essential oil, so volatile in its 
nature that coffee roasted the day liefore 
yesterday—not to say coffee th at had lieen 
roasted and ground and kept in tin foil for 
a month—has no more left of its virtue 
than a rose a week cut. 
The seed thus 
prepared should stain your fingers or leave 
a perceptible greasy brown trace on white 
blotting paper. 
From this point all is 
easy. 
Break your seeds, for the kernel of 
the nut is always the sweetest. Tie the frag­ 
ments in muslin. 
Then, if you are an ep­ 
icure, pour a small quantity of actually 
boiling water upon a large allowance of 
them. 
But you can get admirable coffee 
for a large number of guests if you lioil 
the muslin bag for a minute and a" half or 
two minutes, and not longer. 
Coffee is an 
infusion, and not a decoction. 
Coffee thus 
prepared is a beverage within the reach of 
every man who will make it or see it made 
for himself; and it can be made by a ir­ 
woman who condescends to he taught.— 
London Saturday Review.

H o w to T e ll U u f e r tile E g g s. 
After the eggs have been under the hen 
or in the incubator from four to six days 
they should be tested, and only fertile 
ones retained. 
II. I. McCoy gives the 
cheapest and best tester we know of, and 
one that almost anybody can make, 
Take a piece of pasteboard twelve or 
filteen inches square, cut a round hole in 
the center an inch or a little more in 
diameter. 
Now take your eggs to the 
window where the sun is shining: hold the 
tester in one hand, and with the other 
place the large end of the egg to the hole 
in the pasteboard from the under side. 
If fertile the air cells in the large end 
of the egg will show quite light and the 
balance of the egg will be dark or nearly 
black. 
If uufertile the egg will be clear. 
W ith a little practice you will never mis­ 
take good from bad eggs. 
It is a good 
plan to set three hens at one time, then 
after removing the unfertile eggs double 
those remaining under two hens; then 
when the chicks are hatched, one hen will 
care for all of them if there are thirty, and 
vou do your duty in providing the proper 
kind of food.—Exchange.

Two years after the inauguration 
of John Adams Congress was called to­ 
gether to consult oiion this difficulty, and 
agents were sent to France to negotiate 
with the Directory, but were insulted, and 
war with France seemed inevitable. 
Ac­ 
cordingly, on the 28th of May, 1798, an 
Act was passed by Congress, one section of 
which empowered the President to appoint, 
with the consent of the Senate, “a com­ 
mander of the army which may be raised 
by virtue of this Act, and who, being com­ 
missioned as Lieutenant-General, may be 
authorized to command the armies of the 
United States.” 
It was well understood th at the officer 
thus indicated was to be W ashington, it he 
could possibly be drawn from his retire­ 
ment. 
President Adams wrote to him : 
“ We must have your name if you will in 
any case perm it us to use it. 
There will 
be more efficacy in it than in many an 
army.” 
The Secretary of W ar under 
President Adams, Janies McHenry, of 
M aryland, four days latter asked : “ May 
we flatter ourselves that, in a crisis so aw­ 
ful and important, you will accept the 
command of all our armies? 
1 hope you 
will, because you alone can unite all hearts 
and all hands.” 
On the 2d of July Presi­ 
dent Adams sent this message to the 
Senate: 
“ Gentlemen of the Senate: 
1 nominate 
George W ashington, “ 1 Mount Vernon, to 
he Lieutenant-* ieneral and Commander-in- 
Chief of all the armies raised, or to he 
raised, in the United States.” 
Ti e following day the Senate unani­ 
mously consented to the apjiointment, and 
on the 4tli of Ju ly W ashington replied to 
the President’s letter th at at the epoch of 
his retirem ent “ an invasion of the States 
by any European power, or even the prob­ 
ability of such an event happening in my 
days was so far from being contemplated 
by me that I had no conception that that 
or any other occurrence would arise in so 
short a period which could turn my eyes 
from the shades of Mount Vernon. 
But 
this seems to be the age of wonders; and it 
is reserved for intoxicated and lawless 
France (for purposes of Providence far be­ 
yond the reach of human ken) to slaughter 
its own citizens and to disturb the repose 
of all the world besides.” 
H e added that 
“ in ease of actual invasion by a formida­ 
ble force 1 certainly should not intrench 
myself under the cover of age (67) and re­ 
tirement, if my services should be required 
by tny country to assist in repelling it.” 
To Secretary M cHenry W ashington also 
I replied that “ to quit the tranquil walks of 
1 retirem ent and enter a boundless field of 
responsibility and trouble would he pro­ 
ductive of sensations which a better pen 
than I possess would find it difficult to de­ 
scribe;” hut that “ as my whole lile has 
been dedicated to my country, for the poor 
remains of it it is not an object to contend 
for ease and quiet, when all that is valua­ 
ble in it is at stake.” 
President Adams then instructed Secre­ 
tary McHenry to go to Mount Vernon 
with the commission for Washington, add­ 
ing th at “ it will require all your address 
to communicate the subject in a manner 
that shall be inoffensive to his feelings and 
consistent with all the respect that is due 
from me to him. 
If the General should 
decline the appointment all the world will 
, lie silent and respectfully acquiesce. 
If he 
should accept it all the world, except the 
enemies of this country will rejoice.” 
j W ashington, accordingly, on the 13th of 
: July, accepted the apjiointment, with the 
statem ent that he wished “ that the choice 
re‘ had fallen on a man less declined in years, 
and bet er qualified to encounter the usual 
vicissitudes of war.” 
He made it a con­ 
dition that he should not he called into the 
field until his presence was required, and 
that his acceptance must not be considered 
as “ drawing after it any immediate charge 
upon the public,” and th at he should not 
receive any emoluments “ before entering 
in*o a situation to incur expense.” 
The 
following year, on March 3, 1799, Congress 
made the following change in its legisla­ 
tion : 
“ T hat a commander of the army of the 
Lrnited States shall lie appointed and com­ 
missioned by the style of “ General of the 
Armies of the U nited States,” and the 
present office and title of Lieutenant-Gen­ 
eral shall thereafter he abolished.” 
Such was the early legislation on this 
subject. 
More than half a century had 
elapsed after the death of W ashington, in 
December, 1799, when on the 15th of 
February, 1855, the following resolution 
was pas icd by Gmgress : 
“ T hat the grade of Lieutenant-General 
be, and the same is hereby, revived in the 
army of the United States, in order that 
when, in the opinion of the President and 
Senate, it shall be deemed proper to ac­ 
knowledge eminent services of a Major- 
General of the army in the late war with 
Mexico, in the mode already provided for 
in subordinate grades, the grade of Lieu­ 
tenant-General may he specially conferred 
by brevet, and by brevet only, to take 
rank from the date of such service or 
services. 
Provided, however, that when 
the said grade of Lieutenant-General by 
brevet shall have been once filled, and 
have become vacant, this joint resolution 
shall thereafter expire and be of no effect.” 
Under that resolution General Winfield 
Scott was appointed a brevet Lieutenant- 
General with his rank dated hack more 
than eight years, to begin M arch 29, 
1847. 
The ap|>ointmeni was honorary 
only, carrying no extra pay with it. 
The remaining stages in this sort of 
legislation may lie more rapidly reviewed. 
Early in 1864 the grade of Lieutenant- 
General was revived by Congress, and 
General G rant was appointed to it on the 
2d of March. 
Two years later, after the 
close of the war, Ju ly 25, 1866, the grade 
of General was revived and he was ap­ 
pointed to it, General Sherman at the 
same time being promoted to lie Lieu­ 
tenant-General. 
W hen 
G rant was in­ 
augurated as President, March 4, 1869, 
Sherman wa promoted to lie General and 
j Sheridan to be Lieutenant-G eneral. 
The 
following year Congress provided that 
“ the offices of General and Lieutenant- 
General of the army shall continue until 
a vacancy shall occur in the same, and no 
longer,” and now we have the final step, 
iu the abolition of th e grade of Lieu­ 
tenant-General by merging it into th at of 
General, to last only, on the active list 
during the lifetime of General Sheridan.

Many of the fruit-growers of Southern 
Oregon know the importance of keeping 
the quantity of fruit—peaches especially— 
down to the lim it that can lie be matured 
by the tree with the full size and flavor. 
They know that California jieaches, par­ 
ticularly in the orchards where irrigation 
is practiced, ean> be gr wn larger than 
those raised in Southern Oregon without 
•rrigation ; and size and fine appearance 
count more than choice flavor in selling 
fruit, at least until the choicer fruit ha3 
a well-established reputation. 
It requires 
much time and labor, it is true, to go 
through a whole orchard, and thin out 
the fruit properly, but it is labor thati 
will be more fully 
repaid 
than any 
other expended on the orchard. 
A tree 
will produce as many pounds as it can 
bear without breaking if the young fruit 
be 
removed 
till 
it looks as 
though 
there wouldn’t he half a crop; and the 
difference in quality and price lietvaeen 
first-grade peaches and small, scrubby ames 
is always greater than would be supposed 
by any one who hasn’t followed the fruit 
business. 
But the ix>int of greatest im- 
portaace is that fine, large peaches will al­ 
ways bring a fair price, even w ten in­ 
ferior fruit cannot be sold at aI4. The 
Southern Oregon fruit-growers who take 
good care of their orchards and crops 
have a right to complain if, through neg­ 
lect of the crop, scrub fruit is sent from, 
this valley to market, to th v injury ia 
reputation of the fruit-grow:og interests 
of the whole Rogue River Talley. 
The 
rospccts are, however, th a t there "will aot 
>e enough demand for scrubby peaches in 
the cities this year to make it pay to, ship 
them .—Ashland lidings.

Sixth Corps and one division of the Nine­ 
teenth Corps arrived at W ashington just 
in tim e to repulse Early and stive onr N a­ 
tional Capital from the invasion of a Con­ 
federate army anil many of otrr high offi­ 
cials from becoming prisoners of war. We 
drove back the invading army over the 
l’otomac out through Loudoun county, 
Virginia, over the Blue Ridge, through 
Snicker’s Gap, over the Shenandoah river 
into the valley. 
Then came a series of 
marches and counter marches, back- to 
W ashington, out to H arper’s Ferrv, down 
to Frederick, then up the valley, and then 
back again to H arper’s Ferry, ever fly ing.. 
now north, now south, now east, now west 
on a wild-goose chase after Mosby’s gueril­ 
las, who were always somewhere else than 
at the place we expected to find them. 
Our soldiers 
became demoralized by 
these terrible marches in the July sun 
over the burning sands on bruised and 
bleeding feet in pursuit of a will-o’-the- 
wisp. 
The generalship was certainly had, 
the comfort of the men was not considered. 
In order to secure water on the march a 
man would drop out of his company with 
several canteens, run on ahead until he 
found a brook or spring, and by the time 
lie had filled his vessels his command 
would he far in the advance, and he would 
have a hard chase with his heavy load. And 
thus everything seemed rigidly forced. 
The commanding officer seemed to have 
entirely forgotten that the men needed 
rest, rations and water. 
Hundreds of our 
brave boys daily fell out by the wayside 
with exhaustion and sunstroke until a 
bitter spirit of insubordination was rank­ 
ling in the hearts of the entire army. 
I think it was the 8th of August that 
relief came bv the arrival of the cavalry, 
and the cheering announcement that Gen­ 
eral Phil Sheridan had come to take com­ 
mand of the army of the Shenandoah. 
The following morning, as usual, we were 
on the march, but early in the day we 
halted in sight of unfailing springs of 
water, with which the valley abounds. 
The halt was hardly made before there 
was a general stampede for water, but 
great was the surprise of our men to find 
an officer stationed at the spring who said 
to them : 
“ Boys, take it cool, this army 
is not going to move until every man’s 
canteen is filled.” 
Then and there the 
army of the Shenandoah was transformed 
and rejuvenated. 
On every hand I heard 
remarks like these: “ Bovs, somebody has 
got hold of this machine that knows how 
to run it.” 
“Three cheers for little P h il!” 
“ God bless P hil Sheridan !” 
In less than 
six hours after taking active command of 
our army he had won the undying love 
and devotion of every soldier’s heart, and 
that love and devotion grew deeper and 
more fervent each succeeding dav. 
Sheridan’s first concern was the care and 
welfare of his men. 
H e anticipated their 
needs and provided for them every possible 
comfort. 
Under his command campaign­ 
ing was bright and joyous, the army went 
singing on the march and cheering into 
the fight, for he had the implicit confi­ 
dence of every soldier. 
They knew that 
with Sheridan for a leader they would 
have no useless marching or reckless fight­ 
ing. 
H e always eompiehended the situa­ 
tion, knew what ought to be done, what 
could be done, and how to do i t ; and he 
did it without taking “ all summer to fight 
it out on this line.” 
The sequel to his 
great success was not in his dash and 
bravery, but in his perfect coolness, com­ 
prehensiveness, far-seeing 
sagacity and 
promptness of thought and execution. 
W hile other Generals waited for opportu­ 
nities and events to develop, he developed 
them. 
\\ hat other General ever did, or 
ever would have conceived the possibility 
of turning such a disastrous defeat as that 
ot Cedar creek into glorious victory ? 
I shall never forget the peerless General 
as I saw him that day. 
Never was an 
army more terribly surprised, more com­ 
pletely surrounded, or more hopelessly de­ 
moralized than was the Army of the Slie- 
nandoah on that memorable "day of Octo­ 
ber 19, 1S64. 
Only one month before, at 
Winchester, we had won a glorious victory 
that was to immortalize our army and its 
gallant leader, but now our fame was 
eclipsed by a terrible defeat. 
W e were in 
full retreat, leaving a large portion of our 
army killed or wounded on the field, or 
prisoners in tbe hands of Jubat Early, ex­ 
pecting in hot haste to get out of the val­ 
ley, when suddenly a brilliant orb arose on 
the midnight of our desuair, sending light 
and hope to every heart. 
I t was the ar­ 
rival of our own glorious, immortal Phil. 
Sheridan, borne on a noble charger, “ a 
steed as black as the steeds of night.” He 
met onr retreating and demoralized frag­ 
ment of an army. “ W hat was done—what 
to do—a glance told him both.’’ 
W ith 
confidence in his voice he said to u s : 
“ Boys, I was not here this morning, but I 
am here now. 
W e can whip those Jo h n ­ 
nies and we are going to do it. 
We are 
going back on the old ground to camp to­ 
night. 
W e will get the tightest grip on 
those devils before sundown you ever 
saw.”

THE ELECTORAL COLLEGE. 


The opening of the campaign causes in­ 
quiry to be made into the status of the 
electoral vote. Some historical sketching 
concerning it therefore becomes of interest. 
In preface it may be said that the Elec­ 
toral College of 1888 will show the same 
aggregate of votes as that of 1884 (though 
it is probable that this will be the last 
time it will present that total); that is to 
say, Alabama will have 10 votes in the 
College; Arkansas, 7, California, 8; Colo­ 
rado, 3;

stitution, must meet one month thereafter. 
In all subsequent seleetious of a President 
the Electors have been chosen for the Col­ 
lege in the year preceding the meeting of 
that body. 
There was a change in the constitution 
of the College when it was a second time 
called upon to choose a President (1792), 
Vermont and 
Kentucky having been 
placed upon the roster of States with four 
votes each, and Georgia losing 1, the total 
increasing from 91 to 135. 
When the 
third and fourth sessions were held there 
were 16 States represented, Tennessee, 
with 3 votes, being added. 
The fifth aud 
sixth Colleges made a showing of 17 States, 
Ohio, with 3, being the addition.

Bowers to be guilty. 
A t any rate, the 
Bcnhayon mystery was a m atter of such 
notoriety that the Supreme Court has done 
a very unusual thing, and taken notice of 
that notoriety on suggestion in counsel’s 
brief, and has reviewed the alleged con­ 
fession. 
But, say the Supreme Court, notw ith­ 
standing this suggestion of newly discov. 
ered evidence, this doubt raised as to the 
guilt of Bowers, we cannot consider them, 
because the m atter does not come up to us 
in the record. 
It was not presented in the 
Court below, because the events occurred 
subsequent to the taking of the appeal. 
The Court then considers the case on 
the original record, finds no error in it, af­ 
firms the judgment of conviction, and as a 
result a date must now be fixed for Bowers’ 
execution. 
The Supreme Court says that 
if there is in this Beuhavon mystery any 
circumstance that would reasonably justify 
suspension of judgm ent in Bowers’ case, 
his appeal must be to the Executive. 
A t first blush the non-legal mind will 
be apt to considei this extreme hardship. 
Suppose, after conviction and appeal, it 
should positively, undeniably, appear by 
newlv-discovered evidence that a defend­ 
ant is innocent; but the record of his con­ 
viction being regular, must he therefore 
suffer the ignominy of having the death 
sentence passed upon him ? The affirma­ 
tive response is inevitable, for all judicial 
ends mast, in the interest of human jus­ 
tice, be attained by regular procedure. 
There can be no departure from it, for the 
reason that if it is done there would 'lie no 
lim it to such divergence, and there could 
he unnumbered openings and reversals 
of judgments, and hence judicial decision 
would become the mere whim and puppet 
of human doubt and suspicion and frailty, 
and the shuttlecock of events, 
if it is 
said that it is a defect in our legal system 
that an innocent man may be charged and 
convicted who cannot secure the privilege 
of presenting his innocence to a jury of 
his country, it is to be replied that this is 
such a defect as is iuseparable from human 
institutions. 
But its ill eflects have been 
provided against by vesting the pardoning 
power in the Governor. 
If the newly- 
discovered facts are such as to justify Ex­ 
ecutive interference, then their recital in 
the pardon amounts to the finding of a 
jury and the legal establishment of the 
innocence of the accused, so that after all 
the system is a near approach to per­ 
fection. 


T i i e loyalty of the German people will 
probably be put to test presently. 
It is to 
be accepted as a certainty th at W illiam 
Victor will not become popular with the 
masses, as was “ Unser Fritz.” 
H e does 
not possess the elements of popularity, nor 
those social and affectionate qualities that 
endear a ruler to a people. 
There is a 
large party in Germany that favors broader 
democratic forms than now p rev ail; an­ 
other large party that is restive under the 
inominence that I’russia has in the Em ­ 
pire ; another large party that is opposed 
to greater enlargement and strengthening 
of the m ilitary arms, and still another 
party that would, if it could, overthrow 
the monarchy. 
All these W illiam Victor 
antagonizes and must face— it is said, in­ 
deed, th at he some time ago committed 
him self to the enemies of the liberalism 
his father favored, and allied himself with 
the most radical absolutists of the day. 
He may, without great difficulty, sustain 
himself so long as the iron will and un 
measurable influence of Prince Bismarck 
rem ain by him ; but very soon that great 
mind must begin to fail, and the weary 
old statesman turn to retiracy for the rest 
he needs. 
Just what will happen then it 
is impossible to forecast, but we cannot 
he very far out of the way in anticipating 
troublous times for Germany. 
There may 
be no open revolt for many ye; 
, though 
we believe that the time will cc...,. when 
the great nation will divide agaiust iteeifi 
but there will lie, so long as Victor reigns, 
irritation that will cause unrest. 
The 
same century does not give to one nation 
tiiree such men as W illiam and W illiam 
Frederick. 
The 
third-comer is weak 
where they were strong; he is to meet 
difficulties that did not dare to present in 
their tim e; he is by just the years of his 
life nearer to liberal possibilities than his 
grandfather ever approached. 
H e comes 
to the throne at a time calling for the 
greatest wisdom and loftiest statesmanship, 
but is equipped with an undiciplined mind 
and qualities that have not made him felt 
in political progress, and ideas that indi­ 
cate his failure to appreciate the steady 
decay of imperialism in Europe and the 
just 
as steady advance of liberalizing 
tendencies. 


THE BOWERS CASE. 


The deei-iion of the Supreme Court in 
the c.i-e c-f Dr. Bowers, convicted of the 
murder of his wife, by poison, illustrates a 
delect iu our system of administering just­ 
ice. 
Yet it is an irremedial defect, and for 
reasons that a little thought will develop. 
A fter Bowers liad appealed to the Supreme 
Court, from the order denying hint a new 
trial, the Benhayon purported suicide 
came to light, with a confession alleged to 
be written by Benhayon, in which he 
charges him self with the murder of Mrs. 
Dr. Bowers, iiis sister, saying that he ad­ 
ministered ->oison to her, and that Dr. 
Bowers i- innocent. The verity of this 
confession i.- in doubt, but it was sufficient 
to create in the minds of some a convic­ 
tion of Rowers’ innocence, and in the 
minds of ot 
rs such a doubt as will lead 
them to look upon his execution as a 
serious mistake. 
I’roliably the slightly 
greater v.jniber of people still believe

may be that men contemporary with him 
; will neglect to do it, but as time recedes 
i and the hero’s character rises fairer to 
\ view anti more and more symmetrical in its 
proportions, as seen from the distance points 
of history, then will arise in his name a 
monument worthy the chieftain and the 
nation.

T h e M ethodist Church, by its chief 
legislative body, has declared any’ regula­ 
tion of the liquor traffic to be “ un-Chris- 
tiau.” 
This is not so well as there was 
reason to expect from 
that body. 
Its 
declaration is little short of an edict, quite 
as objectionable in some aspects as those 
ecclesiastical bulls that have in the past 
dictated to civil governments the course 
they should take. 
The Church knows 
very well that there are times and locali­ 
ties where regulation is not only neces­ 
sary—agreed to by all sides of the tem ­ 
perance question and by the anti-temper­ 
ance people as well—but where the hobby 
of prohibition could not possibly find foot­ 
hold. 
W hen, therefore, the Church de­ 
clares, as it practically does, that all 
men who differ with it as to domestic 
policies in government are un-Christian— 
accepting that word in its broad and gen­ 
eral sense—it not only does injustice, but 
more, it confesses its incompetency to take 
hold of a broad public economic problem, 
and its incapacity to deal with facts as 
they are found. 
We do not believe, how­ 
ever, that its membership will feel that 
the resolution was a direction to them 
how 
to vote—it was coupled with a 
disavowal of 
any political intent—or 
that they will refuse 
to consider the 
economic questions involved in regulation, 
since nearly every State and every city in 
the L nion now has, in one form or another, 
some system of regulation. 
W e are speak­ 
ing for none—neither high nor low license, 
non-license or prohibition, hours of saloon 
closing, lim itation of places of retail or 
any other method whatever—but of the 
simple and distinctly-stated question of 
the wisdom of a church edict that con­ 
demns those who disagree with it upon a 
subject into which no question of faith en­ 
ters. The Church’s attitude upon the 
temperance question was well understood; 
there was no need to do more than to af­ 
firm it, and as often as the Church legis­ 
lature chose, but it was downright un­ 
christian to denounce Christian men who 
believe in regulation, as “ un-Christian,” 
and that is precisely what the edict 
amounts to. 
The preaching that teaches 
that it is ill to do good, unless all that is 
desired can be accomplished, is simply 
non-progressive and irrational. 


T h e r e are some people so short-sighted 
as to declare that the repeal of the in­ 
ternal revenue laws would, by relieving 
spirituous liquors of a tax, result in mak­ 
ing this a nation of drunkards. 
W hat 
folly. 
Is it possible th at any man is so 
ill informed as not to know th at the con­ 
sumption of spirituous liquors has steadily 
declined in the United States for forty 
years, and th at the consumption of malt 
and vinous beverages has more than pro­ 
portionately increased ? 
We can scarcely 
conceive of an intelligence that thinks so 
ill of the American people as to hold that 
they are restrained from drunkenness only 
by the tax on liquors. 
Every man knows 
th at the abolition o f the internal revenue 
taxes to-morrow would not affect the price 
of a glass of whisky anywhere in the 
I liited States. 
Such gains as there would 
be, the middlemen and distillers would 
make. 
Moreover, all history proves that 
the cost of spirituous beverages has never 
appreciably affected the sobriety of a 
people.

Madera, with a population of about 900, 
is one of the prettiest and liveliest towns 
in the San Joaquin valley. 
It Ls located 
on a level pit in in the northern part of 
Fresno county, on the main line of the 
Southern Pacific Railroad, 185 miles south 
of San Francisco. 
Fresno river, a small 
stream, flows iu a westerly directi jn, about 
two hundred yards to the north. 
During 
the winter, or from November to May, its 
flow of water will average a stream of 
probably one hundred feet wide and four 
feet deep, but from that time forward the 
flow gradually diminishes until the mid­ 
dle of the summer, when it becomes dry. 


CLIMATE AXI) h e a l t h . 
For desirable climate and general health­ 
fulness Madera stands second to no place 
in the whole San Joaquin valley. 
Occa­ 
sionally during the summer there are hot 
spells of two or three days’ duration, but 
owing to the extreme dryness of the at­ 
mosphere, even less discomfort is experi­ 
enced than in moist atmospheres, where the 
heat ranges from fifteen to twenty degrees 
lower, and these hot days are proverbially 
ful lowed by cool nights, which insures re­ 
freshing sleep. 
Cases of sunstroke are un­ 
known, and not a case of malaria exists at 
the present time in all this section. 
Resi­ 
dents here of many years claim that ma­ 
larial troubles are so rare as to make their 
absence an argument in favor of this sec­ 
tion for relief from such complaints. 
Many forms of fevers have no existence 
here, and any that do occur are directly 
traceable to unsanitary conditions local to 
the family residences, that could have 
been avoided but for neglect. 
There are 
few rainy or damp days, and fogs are prac­ 
tically unknown, while frosts so severe as 
to form ice are exceedingly rare. 
The hot, 
dry summer will make this section the 
greatest raisin-producing region of the 
world, while for nine months in the year 
the climate is as enjoyable as can be found 
throughout the length and breadth of the 
land. 


c l a s s e s o f 
l a n d s . 
The land in the neighborhood of the 
town varies in the variety of soil accord­ 
ing to location. 
That to the west and 
south is heavy sandy loam, very strong, 
aud as to quality and levelness admirably 
adapted for irrigation. 
This variety also 
extends toward the east a distance ol about 
two miles, where, with an abrupt change, 
it becomes a rich red soil, very deep, hut 
comparatively rough when contrasted with 
the lands to the south and west. 
North 
of the Fresno river the lands are of red 
“ hog wallow,” and while very productive, 
are yet unoccupied, the choice of settle­ 
ment always having been in favor of the 
more level lands on account of their being 
more easy of subjugation rather than on 
account of superior productive capacity. 
These red lands extend east a distance of 
from twelve to sixteen miles to where the 
foothills of the Sierras form a well-defined 
boundary. 
Directly up the mountain sides are ex­ 
tensive forests of pine, cedar and redwood, 
and the Madera Flume and Trading Com­ 
pany have a “ V ” flume 62 miles long, 
conecting their interests located at the 
termini. 
At the beginning, or mountain 
end of the flume, are the company's mills, 
two in number, employing over four hun­ 
dred men, and turning out an average of 
120,000 l’eet of lumber per day. 
This 
lumber is all floated down the flume to 
Madera, where adjoining the railroad track 
the storage yards and factory are located. 
Here are manufactured doors, sash, blinds, 
moldings, mill work, and all manner of 
fruit boxes for shipping, and also raisin- 
curing apparatus. 
The factory is run by 
steam-power, gives steady employment to 
75 men, and distributes its products to 
every railroad station from Madera to El 
Paso, Texas. 
IRRIGATION. 
The waste water from the flume, which 
has a carrying capacity of 237 miner’s 
inches, is turned into the Fresno Dam and 
Canal Company’s canal and used for irri­ 
gating purposes. 
Adjoining the town, and 
to the east, west and south, for a distance 
of several miles, are 
numerous farms, 
demonstrating the capabilities of the soil, 
the small canal above mentioned, with a 
limited irrigating capacity, having been 
brought in a number of years ago. 
On Orrin Sharp’s place, which adjoins 
the town site, is an orchard of Briggs’ 
early peaches, now in hearing, and al­ 
though the trees are but five and six years 
old, they are averaging this year between 
200 and 250 pounds of fruit to the tree. 
Peaches from this place were the first in 
the market this year in all this section, 
and brought readily five cents per pound 
for shipment, and the last portion of the 
crop is now being delivered daily lor three 
cents per pound. 
These trees are planted 
twenty feet apart, or 108 trees to the acre, 
and from the above it is easy to determine 
the income from and value of such land. 
Mr. Sharp has also a small vineyard, 
experimental and very fine, in which a 
great variety of vines are tested, with a 
view of determ ining the varieties best 
adapted here for profitable cultivation. 
The method of applying water to the 
land is by sub-irrigation, and while all 
the vines are thrifty and do well, the Mala­ 
gas and Sultanas are especially thrifty and 
prolific. 
The kitchen garden shows a fine 
growth of every kind of vegetable known 
to the California market, and if Mr. Sharp 
is not troubled by “ coons ” this year the 
reason will not be through any want of 
success in watermelon experiments. 


VINEYARDS AND ORCHARDS. 
A couple of miles to the southwest is 
the Madera vineyard, with 320 acres of 
bearing vines, four years old last season. 
Three hundred acres are in wine grapes, 
and bore a good crop last year. 
The 
raisins from the remaining twenty acres 
sold for $2,500. 
Adjoining this is the Stockton vineyard, 
of the same age, with 140 acres of equally 
productive wine 
grapes, while further 
away is the Dovlo vineyard, now owned 
by W illiam Ashe, with 140 acres of bear­ 
ing vines, 80 of which are wine, and the 
balance Muscats. 
Four miles west of Madera, on the farm 
of E. W. Chapman, are successfully grown 
every variety of temperate and semi-tropi­ 
cal fruit», shrubs, grains and grasses. 
One 
of the finest objects of attention is a small 
tract of strawberries, that produce con­ 
stantly from the 1st 
of M arch until 
Thanksgiving 
At 
this 
time 
white 
blossoms and ripe berries are about equal 
and profuse. 
Blackberry and red rasp­ 
berry bushes are also heavily loaded with 
fruit; and the harries on a row of Persian 
mulberry trees, which averaged over a foot 
in diameter, arc large, fine and just be­ 
ginning to ripen. 
In tu : or. hard, apple, 
pear, peach, plum, prune 
and apricot 
trees are so loaded v.ilh fruit that nearly 
every tree has broken limbs, even after the 
original crop had been thinned to about 
one-half the amount that set from the 
blovoms. 
. 
Numerous other instances could be cited 


showing unexcelled productions of figs, 
grapes, pomegranates, alfalfa, etc., ad in­ 
finitum, but the purpose of these men­ 
tioned is simply to show the producing 
capabilities of the section, and the advan­ 
tages it affords for desirable locations for 
home-seekers 


TH E SIGNS OF TH E TIMES. 
From the best information at hand Cali­ 
fornia will receive during the coming fall 
and winter an immigration by far exceed­ 
ing that of any former year, and the ma­ 
jority will be from that vast and industri­ 
ous class of people that make their living 
by the cultivation of the soil. 
This is the 
immigration so long desired, and an exten­ 
sive invitation to which has just within 
the past few days been made possible 
through the decision of the Supreme 
Court, affirming the constitutionality of 
th e W right irrigation law. 
Now that a perpetual right to the use of 
water for irrigation is assured, means are 
already being adopted and surveys being 
made preparatory to bringing water to a 
vast area of these lands. 
At this w'ritiiig three sections are being 
surveyed into 20-acre tracts, and as ditches 
and watersuffieient are directly at hand,and 
in fact now in use. they are already in de­ 
mand. 
1 welve of the tracts in the seven 
days succeeding the decision were sold at 
an aggregate price of $18,000. 
W ithin the next sixty days’ work will 
he begun on Ja new canal that will bring 
water to, and make available for fruit cult­ 
ure, seventeen sections of unexcelled land, 
and by spring, when irrigation will be 
needed, the canal will have been com­ 
pleted and the water at hand in sufficient 
quantity for all and ready for use. 
These 
seventeen sections will be subdivided at 
once, into twenty-acre 
tracts, and will 
furnish opportunity for the settling of 544 
prosperous homes. 
As population is w hat is needed to make 
a community prosperous, it is proposed to 
oiler there lauds at such prices as will re­ 
sult in being^sought. 
Lands th at readily 
in other sections of this county bring from 
$200 to $500 per acre, can for the next 
few months he had here at from $50 to 
$150 per acre, the former being three, four 
and five miles out of town. 


TWENTY-ACRE FARMS. 
The time was when people would ques­ 
tion the statem ent that a 20-tract was suf­ 
ficient to support a family well, but after 
coming to this section and examining into 
the capabilities of the soil, they have been 
free to confess their error, aud admit that 
a man of ordinary health and strength 
who cannot make a good living here on 
that amount of land, cannot make a living 
anywhere on any amount.

The climate is such that it requires but 
little cost to procure a comfortable home, 
fuel, clothing and necessary protection for 
stock, and not having to depend upon rain­ 
fall, can control his own seasons and be 
always sure of good returns. 
It may be 
well to state that with each acre is a per­ 
petual right to the use of water, the an­ 
nual cost never to be in excess of 81 per 
acre. 
Instead then of claiming th at a family 
cannot live well on twenty acres, it has 
hundreds of times been demonstrated that 
any capab’e and industrious farmer can on 
such sized tract not only make a comfortable 
living but secure a good competency, and 
do it by the easiest and pleasantest farm­ 
ing that can be found in any country other 
than California. 


TOWN IMPROVEMENTS. 
The town, besides the interests already 
mentioned, has several two-story brick 
business buildings, a good school-house, 
churches and a lire department building, 
three hotels, two livery stables and the 
usual number of other industries and fra­ 
ternal organizations common to places of 
pro[iortionate size. 
W ith cheap lands and plenty of them, 
an abundance of water, health, climate 
and transportation facilities, all taken into 
consideration, to a person with a moderate 
amount of capital no section of California 
to-day oilers superior inducements to the 
home-seeker than Madera, and which is 
certain of rapid and prosperous growth.

o f .Justice. 
T here were sixteen cases on the Police 
C ourt calendar yesterday m orning. 
A t the 
head oi th e list were the nam es of F rankie 
O verton, J . D. Sm ith and Charles Forum , 
charged w ith grand larceny. T he com ­ 
plaining witness was M ike M aloney, who 
alleges th at he was robbed in Sm ith’s 
Tivoli of $200. 
F rankie O verton was the 
w om an who occupied a box w ith him and 
F orum brought in the wine. T he defend­ 
ants claim that M aloney was on a big spree 
and spent his m oney for wine. T he cases 
w ere «11 continued until M onday next. 
T he cases of Jam es llevers, W illiam 
E dw ards and J . W. H ow ell, charged w ith 
robbery, were also continued until M on­ 
day. 
These m en, it is alleged, garroted 
and robbed a m an on F ro n t street in broad 
daylight. 
Jo h n Sheridan and Tom O 'Brien pleaded 
guilty to charges of vagrancy and were each 
sentenced to sixty days in the C ounty Jail. 
T he com m itm ents were w ithheld on their 
prom ise to leave the city at once. 
L. K . K anim ever was convicted ot bat­ 
tery anti lined $15, w hich he paid. 
A boy 
nam ed Leslie Renfro t -stilled th at the de- 
fenant accused him of calling his wife bad 
nam es and struck him iu the face. 
The 
case is a part of a neighborhood row be­ 
tween K am m eyer and Jo h n B rum m igan, 
w hich is getting very w arm and is likely 
to end in bloodshed, unless both sides 
change th eir tactics. 
T he cases of Steve Nolan, for disturbing 
the peace, ar,d Janies Colley, for battery, 
w ere continued u ntil Tuesday next. 
Joe M yerhoff was lined '$5 for being 
drunk. 
A h Kock, convicted of embezzlement, 
was fined $20, w hich he paid. 
T he three boys, Jo h n and H ugh Dono­ 
hue and H a n y Reed, appeared to receive 
th eir sentence for the crim e of petit lar­ 
ceny, to w hich they had pleaded guilty. 
They stole a lot of copper from a car near 
th e railroad foundry, and were selling it to 
a Chinese junk dealer when arrested.

City A ttorney H art m ade an earnest appeal 
to the Court to be lenient in his sentence, 
on acount of the extrem e youth of the 
prisoners, and th e fact th a t they had re­ 
spectable, hard-w orking parents.

T hey had been 
in Court for different otfenses before, and 
hud prom ised over and over again that 
they would do better. 
They had not kept 
their promises, and at last had been con­ 
victed o f petit larceny. 
If they were a r­ 
rested and tried again 
this conviction 
would o) crate against them , and the Court 
could show them no m ore mere}-. They 
all prom ised to go to school and keep out 
of bad com pany hereafter, and it is to be 
hoped w ill heed the w arning of the Judge.

Dye was arrested in his 
saloon, the Sierra Nevada, on K street, on 
the night ot A ugust 13th by Sheriff Drew 
and police officer V alentine arrested A n­ 
derson the sam e night at th e latter's resi­ 
dence on N ineteenth street, between K and 
L. 
Dye and A nderson both m ade full con­ 
fessions of the awful crim e, and were 
hung. 
Tom Law ton has so far escaped 
arrest.

T w o o f 
L ow ell's 
M urderers 
F a ce 
to 
F a ce. 
T here was a scene in the office of Chief 
of Police Lee at 9 o’clock last night w hen 
W illiam D rager and Jo h n H enry Myers, 
two of the m en under arre3t for th e m ur­ 
der ot Jo h n Lowell, were brought face to 
face 
and questioned about the ninrder. 
M yers had been questioned a few m inutes 
before in Captain E arch er’s office about the 
details of the m urder itself and had added 
to his form er statem ent, that when he shot 
Lowell and the old m an fell Drager picked 
up a heavy ham m er that was lying near 
the house and strnck Lowell on th e head 
w ith it. 
T his accounts for the skuli being 
sm ashed, w hich up ;« this tim e had not 
been fully explained, though M yers had 
stated that he thought that he struck Low­ 
ell w ith his gun after shooting him . 
W hen taken into the C hiefs room , where 
D rager was sitting, Myers repeated th at 
Drager was w ith him and Olsen at the 
tim e of the m urder, th at he struck Lowell 
w ith the ham t) eran d th at he was the first 
one to suggest the m urder, th a t m orning 
w biie Lowell was cooking breakfast lor 
them . 
D rager vehem enently denied that he was 
on the ranch at a!!, and stuck to his original 
story in every respect, except th at he got a 
little m ixed about the length o f tim e 
M yers was absent from the cam p on the 
grant, and now rem em bered tb at Stein was 
out on th e grant on the Sunday they ar­ 
rived there with the horses, com ing out 
and going back with Myers. 
H e also stated 
th a t w hen M yers and Olsen cam e to the 
cam p w here he was stopping, about a m ile 
and a hall or tw o m iles this side of Lowell’s 
ranch, th at they did not arrive u n til 8 or 9 
o ’clock at night. 
Olsen was driving the 
buggy, w hich contained the calf, ham , 
ropes and other things, w nile Myers was on 
foot. T his is an im possibility as th e buggy 
is not large enough to carry any such load. 
T he two m en glared at each other as con­ 
tradictory statem ents were made. 
Two 
guns were produced and both agreed th at 
one of them , a breach-loader. belonged to 
Drager and ihe other was the one taken 
from Low ell’s ranch by Myers, after he 
had broken his ow n gun. 
A t one tim e Drager lost his tem per aud 
said that he was sure that Myers and Olsen 
had m ade the thiug up som e tim e before, 
as Myers had told Mr. Toorney th at he had 
a nice black horse he would like to sell 
him , and w hen the horses were sen t to 
Bell he had told Olsen to say th at these 
were th e horses he had spoken to him 
about a m onth ago. 
M yers adm itted this, but explained it by 
saying that John Lowell had been talking 
to him about selling the horses for him . 
T hey were questioned about m any of the 
details of the m urder and the disnosition 
of the horses, but each held to th e story 
he had already told, in the m ain. 
Myers 
says tbat Stein did not know, either before 
or after the crim e, that they had com m itted 
it. 
D rager’s first statem ent was that he re­ 
ceived only $20 for his services, and he still 
sticks to it. 
Myers, however, stated in his 
presence last night that he divided the pro­ 
ceeds of the sales evenly between the three. 
On the M onday night after the m urder he 
divided $90 between them at Stein's, giving 
each one $30. 
A t W oodland he gave Olsen 
and Drager each $40 out o f $130 he re­ 
ceived, paying out the rest for repairs to 
the buggy, w hich Olsen had taken to the 
blacksm ith shop. 
A fter the auction sale, 
in a saloon on K street he divided th e pro­ 
ceeds of tb at sale, about $130. 
H e says 
D rager com plained th at he did not receive 
as m uch as he ought to and m ade trouble 
about it all that afternoon and in th e even­ 
ing at Stein’s. 
Drager said th at he had never seen that 
m uch m oney at one tim e since he cam e to 
California. 
H e said th at he did not hitch 
up the m ule at the Lowell ranch, and 
could not hitch up one, as he knew n o th ­ 
ing about horses. 
H e also denied that he 
did any of the cooking, but adm itted th at 
he ate som e of the liver of the calf on Sun­ 
day. 
T he prisoners will probably be arraigned 
in the Police 
Court this 
m orning on 
charges of 
grand larceny. 
Ju st 
w hat 
course to pursue has not yet been decided 
upon, but the El Dorado county jail is now 
undergoing repairs, and the prisoners will 
probably be held 
here for som e days 
longer.

First M eeting o f th e N ew ly E lected O fficers 
and E x ecu tiv e C om m ittee. 
A m eeting of the new ly elected officers 
and Executive C om m ittee of th e Im prove­ 
m ent A ssociation was held last evening.

I take this action from no lack of in­ 
i' rest in the society, but because I am unable to 
give any longer the time necessary for the woik 
of your Cbiet Executive officer. Very respect­ 
fully, 
G. I» Sim m ons. 
In response to expressions of sincere re­ 
gret on the paft of the m em bers present 
th at th e resignation was 
tendered, the 
doctor stated that the intended early de­ 
parture of his son for Europe would m ake 
th e dem ands upon his own tim e m uch 
greater in his professional duties than 
heretofore, and it would n ot be justice to 
him self n cr th e Association to continue 
longer in office. 
H e thanked the officers 
and m em bers of the Executive Com m ittee 
and

On m otion, it was decided to continue 
the relation of the association as a m em ber 
of the Slate Board of Trade another year, 
and E. K. A lsip was elected a m em ber of 
the Executive Com m ittee of the Slate 
Board, and Dr. G. L. Sim m ons and H on.

usually took place inside of a strong 
wooden fence, behind which and at a short 
distance was erected a high platform for 
women and children, most of the men be­ 
ing on horseback outside the ring, with 
reatas ready, and loaded guns, in case the 
liear should leap the barrier, or other acci­ 
dent occur. 
The diversion was kept up 
for hours, or until one or other of the ani­ 
mals succumbed, and it often happened 
that both were killed. 
“We used to make bears and bulls fight,” 
remarked Bias Pena, “ for which purpose 
we tied the bull and bear together, the 
bull having one of his fore legs strapped, 
and the bear one of his hind legs. 
.Some 
times the bull came off victorious, and at 
other times the bear, the result depending 
somewhat upon the ages of the beasts. 
The bears were caught on Mount Diablo.” 


A ROMANCE. 
Concepcion Maria Arguello, daughter of 
Jose Dario Arguello, who had been Gov­ 
ernor of California in 1814-15, and sister 
of Luis Arguello, who was appointed Gov­ 
ernor in 1822, was a beautiful girl of good 
education and refined manners. She was 
residing in the fort of San Francisco in 
1807, at the time of the arrival in Cali­ 
fornia of the Russian frigate Juno, having 
on board as passenger Count Rezanof, 
Grand Chamberlain of the Russian Em­ 
peror, who fell in love with the young 
Californian, and with her consent re­ 
quested her parents to allow him to marry 
her. 
To this proposal they agreed, deem­ 
ing it highly advantageous to be related 
by marriage to the young diplómate. 
Count Rezanof took his departure from 
California, intending to go to Russia, and 
there make the necessary arrangement for 
his intended marriage, but unfortunately, 
while crossing a desert, he fell from his 
horse and was killed. 
On receipt of the 
terrible news, the fair Concepcion, arraved 
as a beata, that is to say, one who wears a 
religious habit, and is engaged in works of 
charity, left San Francisco and went toSanta 
Barbara, where she spent her time in the 
small church of the Franciscan friars, and 
at night retired to the room allotted to 
her jn the house of Captain De la Guerra. 
During the many years she thus lived, 
the young men of Santa Barbara tried 
their utmost to induce her to take part 
in their festivities, and some went so far as 
to insist that she should marry, but all to 
no purpose. 
Had she not narrowly missed 
being a countess? So she continued her 
works of charity and humiliation, going 
into 
the miserable dwellings of 
tiie 
neophytes, where she spent hour after 
hour attending to the wants of some dying 
Indian, or teaching young children the 
Christian doctrine. 
Finally, when the 
good sisters of Saint Dominic, in 1850, 
opened in the town of Benicia the acad­ 
emy of Saint Catherine, she repaired to 
their convent, and resided there until 
I860, when she died, at the advanced age 
of seventy-six years.

“our cattle roamed by thousands, yet not 
one was stolen, for the unwritten "law of 
the land granted to the weary traveller the 
privilege of killing cattle whenever he 
wanted beef. 
Since the transfer of Cali­ 
fornia many native Californians have been 
hanged for stealing cattle; and I firmly 
believe that some of the victims did not 
know that under the new government it 
was a crime to kill a steer of which he 
had not a bill of sale.” 


A GENERAL WASH-UP. 
The women, at intervals, had a general 
wash-up, ou which occasions, their own 
clothes being done, they would ask their 
neighbors for theirs, and demand no re­ 
compense for their work.

On going to the house to take the infant 
to church, the padrinos marched through 
the streets ¡playing instruments, to ti stify 
their joy. 
The family came to the door to 
receive them, and then all marched to 
church, playing on the way.

Till Deposita in th e United State.», 
A recent shipment of 70,700 pounds of 
tin ore from the Black H ills district of 
Dakota to England has caused a sudden 
change of opinion there as to the richness 
of the deposits of the Black Hills 
In the shipment mentioned there were 
blocks of tin ranging in weight from one 
ton to 5,400 pounds, and the size of these 
specimens moved the London Chronicle to 
predict that “ at no remote period not only 
will the United States he able to obtain its 
entire supply from within its own borders, 
but these mines (Black H ills) will also he 
able to supply a considerable quantity of 
the metal for export.” 
The Chronicle also makes the assertion 
that “ the supply of bar tin required by 
the 1 uited ¡States at the present is one- 
third the entire production of the world, 
and at this moment the United States con­ 
sumes two-thirds of tho tin plate man­ 
ufactured in England, the two items to­ 
gether amounting annually to ,£5,000,000 
sterling.” 
The same journal further states that, ac­ 
cording to official data, the ores of Corn­ 
wall, Eng., do not average over forty-five 
pounds of block tin to the ton of oré and 
rock sent to the mill for reduction ; while, 
according to experts, the “ m ica” and 
“ spar ” of the Dakota mines yield 05 per 
cent, of metallic tin. 
In addition to these flattering opinions 
of the London Chronicle, the Industrial 
Revietc of the great B ritish metropolis re­ 
iterates an assertion which it states was 
made in its columns in July last, “ that 
the United States will, within a period 
that may he measured by months instead 
of years, liecoine independent of all out­ 
side supply for her tin.” 
To many people even of the great West 
these comments from foreign journals as to 
the tin deposits of Dakota will excite 
much surprise. Stories of “ rich finds” of 
mineral are so common nowadays, and so 
many of them are mere fictions of irre­ 
sponsible persons, that when a genuine dis­ 
covery is made people are incredulous as 
to its extent and richness. 
The Black H ills promised so much gold 
that did not materialize under effort, that 
the reports of a tin discovery in that re­ 
gion were at first taken with more than a 
grain of salt.—Republic of Honduras. 


T r e e s O n My N eighbor’s L a n d , 
If my neighbor’s trees, planted near my 
line, and hanging over on to my land, even 
il their roots draw sustenance and spread 
over the border and go foraging among my 
own, he is entitled to all the fruit, not tne— 
But if the fruit falls and lays on my land, a 
question may arise as to my neighbor’s rigli t 
to go on my land to recover the fruit. This 
point is supposed not to be clearly settled, 
though an im plied right to enter and 
recover his fruit wonld seem to follow. 
In a New Y'ork case the law books 
report a ease of a lady (whose father 
owned some fruit 
trees) 
stood 
upon 
.the 
division 
fence, 
and 
undertook 
to pick cherries from a limb sf a tree that 
overhung a neighbor’s land. 
The neigh­ 
bor forbade her. and on her persisting, at­ 
tempted to prevent her by force and did 
her personal injury, for which lie was 
obliged to pay, through the Courts, $1,000. 
The rights are not all one way, however. 1 
may lop oil' branches or roots of trees just 
even to my line of land to my neighbor’s 
trees, hut if 1 use them after lopping, I am 
liable to pay the owner for their value,or if 
1 exceed my exact line. 
If a tree stands on 
the boundary line, part on my, and part on 
my neighbor’s land, then we own it, or its 
fruit, in commou. 
N either I nor my neigh­ 
bor can cut down this tree without obtain­ 
ing the consent of the other. 
Nor can I cut 
off that part extending over my domain, 
if by so doing 1 injure the common prop­ 
erty. I am not responsible to my neighbor 
for a thick plantation of trees I m iy have, 
that makes my neighbor’s house damp and 
unhealthy, that is called in law damnum 
absque injuria (a loss without injury.) 
But 
I am responsible for any damage caused by 
poisonous trees overhanging my neighbor’s 
property—if his cattle “did eat” and suffer. 
If, however, they broke through my 
fence, and coveted my tree to their injury. 
1 am not liable, his cattle then being tres­ 
passers. 
Tills is in substance the law as 
laid down in “Austin’s American Farm 
Law.”

The registers of these hotels show j 
visitors from all parts of the world and ¡ 
every State in the Union, and the pro­ 
portion of outside excursionists to Cali­ 
fornia visitors is about 1,000 to 1.

W hile the volumes preceding this one in 
Mr. Bancroft’s series are, in purely histor­ 
ical sense, the record of the activities of 
peoples upon political lines and their at­ 
trition in determining forms of govern­ 
ment, of greater interest to the student of 
history, we are inclined to the belief that 
“California Pastoral” for w ry many more 
possesses stronger attractions. The volume 
is devoted to considerations of social sys­ 
tems, beginning back as far as the earlier 
civilizing activities in Spain and Mexico 
and coming down to the presentera, and 
treats very elaborately all the influences 
tliet have operated to make the society of 
the coast what it is. This volume, more 
so than that entitled “ Pouular Tribunals,” 
is'romantic. It furnishes a thousand texis 
from facts, for the play of the fancy and the 
liveliest exercise of the imagination. 
A 
■glance at the contents of the work will con­ 
vey a better idea of its scope than any other 
expression we could make, ln the first 
chapter we have very succinct and strongly 
drawn comparisons "between slates of civil­ 
ization and 
savagery and the advance 
through feudalism and knight errantry to 
thegathering of communities within walled 
towns, and thence through improved agen- 
c es ot warfare to conditions in which intel­ 
lect played a greater part than brute force in 
the settlement ot disputes and the adjust­ 
ment of social conditions. More especially 
are these factors in civilization considered 
m their direction toward Spain. In Chapter 
II. the colonial policy of that kingdom is 
considered and compared with that of 
England and other nations; the domi­ 
nant religion of Spain, the strong hand of 
its rule in her colonies, and the hold it 
took upon the Spanish-American States of 
this continent. 
Chapter 111. treats of 
“ Mexico as Seen Tnrough the Eyes of 
Science at the opening of the Nineteenth 
Century,” and we have hero by all odds 
one of the most interesting and well-told 
brief stories of the researches of Alexander 
von Humboldt, if not the most concise and 
comprehensible of any that has been pre­ 
sented to readers. That portion of it de­ 
voted to Humboldt's speculations concern­ 
ing the migration of peoples, the history of 
the origin of the numan race, and his be­ 
lief that the paremage of the American 
races was of Asiatic origin. 
Hum boldt 
appears to have greatly impressed Mr. Ban­ 
croft with his genius and breadth, and he 
does not hesiiate to ascribe to him the 
“ revelation ” of thecontinent which others 
discovered. Chapter V. is wholly devoted 
to what the historian has seen tit to style 
“ Lotos L and”—Calilornia topographically 
and climatically considered. Of course, 
he is an enthusiast upon the subject; of 
course, he deems it the fairest o; all fair 
lands. He boldly contrasts it in smallest 
detail and every minuta* with the most 
favored spots of earth, and finds here ex­ 
cellent qualities known to no other section; 
It is a w interle-e e a rth ’s e n d p erp etu ally re­ 
freshed by ocean, a lan d surpa-sed n e ith e r by 
tlie island grotto of Calypso, tlie Elys-.uu fields 
o f H-uner, nor th e Island ’ alley of A valon seen 
by K ing A rth u r in h is d ying th o u g h t. 
H ere 
day a lte r day, uud y ear a lte r year, m ay com e 
th e stranger, a n d e a t th e lotos, an d be hap p y ; 
he m ay e a t th e lutos an d forget th e old hom e 
a n d co u n try , forget w ile an 1 c h ild ren , co n ten t 
forever to rest in th is strange lan d w ak in g to 
fall asleep again, a n d d ream day-dream s a n d 
n ig h t dream s, as h e floats silen tlv dow n th e 
sluggish stream o f tim e.

ju stly claim for o u r lotos lau d a p lace before 
th em all as th e g ard en o f th e w orld. 
From this he proceeds, in manv pages of 
poetic fervor, to depict the delights and 
paint in glowing imagery, the paradisical 
reality of this famous spot. 
Were it not 
that 
skillfully 
interpersed 
with 
all 
this strong coloring 
is 
correct 
topo­ 
graphic and 
climatic fact, the whole 
chapter would he open to the charge of en­ 
thusiasm for this land run mad. The suc­ 
ceeding three chapters are devoted to the 
consideration of the opposing forces under 
whose contention the social, political and 
landed systems of California were worked 
out. This includes sketches ot the original 
condition of the aboriginal: his occupation 
of the valleys and hills ; the coming of the 
missionaries and the work they undertook 
in converting the savage minil to tne re­ 
ligion of the cross by imposing upon it the 
stronger will of the priest. Of these mis­ 
sionaries he says, while despising their 
fanaticism : 


T hey w ere m en o f sublim e heroism , o f u n ­ 
bounded faith , o f lim itless cred u lity . 
In tlieir 
devotion to th e ir faith th ey w ere as firm as 
A bdiel, upon w hom b o tau ’s eloquence urging 
heav en to revolt fell pow erless. T hey h a d been 
told th a t it w as th e tn in g to do to co n v ert th e 
h e ath en , to m ak e th em stan d still w h ile th ey 
m u m bled dogm as a n d scattered w a ter ov. r 
th em . T herefore th ey did not fear 
M an could 
d • th em no h arm , lo r if tb ev k illed th ey en ­ 
tered heav en a t once. 
A u d .'in tru th , som e ot 
th em seem ed as h a rd to k ill as Saint Cecilia, 
w ho, k o o to t C hrist, felt it no woe to be sh u t in 
a 1ml h ath , a n a w hose fair neck th e ex ecu tio n er 
could by no chan ce sm ile in tw o. 
From this subject and contemplation of 
the character of the missionaries he passes 
to the mission history, the colonization and 
pueblo system, and then to tlie “land grant 
era. Incidentally it may be said that the 
short stories of the habits, practices, judi­ 
cal rule, inquisitorial tyrranny and hum or­ 
ous phases of tlie experiences of the mis­ 
sion fathers are rich in lively interest. We 
cannot more than refer to the landed his 
t ry and pueblo system. The chapter is a 
valuable though very limited contribution 
to 8 history that has been much written 
upon. Throughout other volumes of the 
Bancroft series tbere runs the record of the 
political and other facts underlying and 
overlaying the Mexican land graiit system, 
and which for so many years after the 
American occupation crippled the progress 
of California. 
“ Lotos— Land 
Society,’ 
“The Military System,” “ Woman and Her 
Sphere," are subjects treated in independ­ 
ent chapters, and bring us in the eleventh 
to that of “ Pastures and Fields,” in which 
we are given an interesting account of early 
cattle-raising in California, and considera­ 
ble agricultural statistics. Mr. Bancroft ac­ 
cords to Mission Sau Gabriel the honor of be­ 
ing ‘ the mother of agriculture' in California. 
Succeeding chapters treat of floods, dress, 
dwellings and domestic routine, amuse­ 
ments, occupations and industries, and of 
the inland trade and coast traffic. The six­ 
teenth chapter is entilled “ A Futile Fight 
With Ignorance ’’—that is to say. it is a 
very graphic account of early educational 
methods in California, and they were such 
as to provoke smiles and tears, as they 
were a sad mixture of humor and cruelty, 
ot keen-witted intelligence and gross bru­ 
tality. The present generation ot youths 
may be brought to better appreciation of 
their favorable lot by reading this chapter 
upon the crude mission instruction of the 
early days upon the coast. “ Californian- 
iams ” is a chapter upon the nomenclature 
and patois of California in its-era of Span- 
ish-Mexican-fndian mixture. “ Law, Gov­ 
ernment and Religion ” are subjects of the 
eighteenth 
chapter, 
and “ Crimes and 
Courts,” of tin; nineteenth. In this sub­ 
division of the volume there is much 
that throws strong light upon the morals 
of the c-arly Californians. The twentieth 
chapter is devoted to the sanitary condi­ 
tions of California from the Spanish occu­ 
pation to 1850, the fecundity of the women, 
the tin guiar disproportion between birth 
and ceatb rates, the introduction of infec­ 
tious and contagious diseases, the simple 
remedies in use in early days and the crude 
sanitary measure* applied." It was au era 
of bounding health, and at no subsequent 
period has humanity in California be«a so 
exempt from social ills. A chapter on 
” B anditti” of California reads like fiction, 
but is fortified by citations, names, dates 
and authorities that insure its verity. The 
work concludes with the contemplation of 
the founding of “ the great metropolis,’ 
the development of social strength and the 
growth of ertior and harm ony out of condi­ 
tions the most incongruous. This sketch 
is supplemented by a glossary for the bene­ 
fit of those not conversant with the Span­ 
ish language. 
A sa whole ihe volume has cost M r. Ban- 
crott very much less of effort than any of 
its predecessors, we judge. It appears to 
be the receptacle into which be has gath­ 
ered and well-grranged a great deal of in­ 
formation relative to the social conditions j 
in California, from the Spanish occupation 
to the A m eritan, which he collated ¡n his 
researches for oilier historical matter, and 
which cc.uld not bo presented in fuCnees 
contemporaneously 
with 
the historical 
data. But whether this is a volume origin­ 
ally contemplated in the scheme of Baa- 
crott’s works or not, s m atter of very little 
consequence so long as the text is worthy 
ot perusal. That it is as a whole, we are 
convinced; that it has a curious interest 
aside from any relation to the preceding 
historical recriáis, is undeniable 
Standing 
alone it is » volume of mixed anecdote, 
essay, history and statistics, and no matter 
at what chapter opened or at what page, at 


individual to the State, and his views of 
society and the systems of government and 
certain economic problems. Neither has 
he debated in this volume with that dig­ 
nity and calm that is most becoming. He 
has permitted himself to descend to ex­ 
pressions that grate harshly upon the ear. 
The writer also frequently lapses into a 
looseness of style for which we can find no 
excuses. But with all these the facts he 
has recorded, the orderly m anner in which 
he has arranged them , and the sound con­ 
clusions he reaches concerning the social 
status of the early Californians, render the 
volume one of high value, and serve to 
make one excuse the defects referred to.

We do not know that the 
volume iu hand is any exception. 
It is 
very true that a great deal of information 
of a general character that ail people ought 
to know may he conveyed in this manner, 
but it is also" true that if it is done with the 
idea in view of every man becoming his 
own client in im portant legal matters, the 
volume that leads to that, end is likely to 
do more evil than good. We do not under­ 
take to say that Mr. Spencer’s book is 
valueless or inaccurate—only long and 
careful investigation would" justify any 
passing judgment upon its virtues or its 
errors. There is a saving chapter in the 
book in case it is at all misleading, arid 
which redeems it from possible error—it is 
iu the concluding pages, in which the au­ 
thor advises tiie reader that, if he enter­ 
tains any doubts whatever as to his true 
course in a legal matter, to consult a com­ 
petent lawy'er.
